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From Earth to Eternity 


‘“* A GE OF SPEED . . . of anxiety ... of tension.” This 

is the portrait of our modern world as given 
in the editorial pages of the New York Times (Oct. 
20, 1957). 

Father Time no longer walks with slow.and de- 
liberate step. To keep pace with today’s supersonic 
speeds he rockets through space nonstop, desti- 
nation eternity. 

In the spring of 1955 an F-86 Sabrejet was pi- 
loted from Los Angeles to New York and back, a 
total of 5085 miles, in less than twelve hours. Sev- 
eral months ago another plane made a non-stop 
flight from England to San Francisco, traveling 
over 5000 miles, also in a matter of hours. But 
these records are only a prelude to faster speeds 
covering greater distances. On today’s drawing 
boards planes are giving place to rockets and 
rockets to space ships. 

No longer is the old steam locomotive anything 
more than a mere curiosity, fit subject for a mu- 
seum; and the current horsepower race has long 
since outmoded and outdistanced even postwar au- 
tomobiles. Even planes that figured in the victories 
of the last world conflagration are as obsolete as a 
cavalry brigade in this era of missiles and anti-mis- 
siles. We speak casually of rockets that must travel 
four and a half miles per second to stay in an orbit 
around the earth—a speed that would enable one to 
travel from New York City to Washington, D.C., 
in the time it takes to read this paragraph aloud. 


It is notable that the tremendous speed at which 
we can now travel, enabling us to reach worlds of 
different customs and ideologies in a matter of 
hours and minutes (even the seconds are impor- 
tant), has only served to increase our fear and 
anxiety instead of bringing us closer to our fellow- 
man. What was once remote and therefore insig- 
nificant is now close and therefore threatening. 
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EDITORIAL

Two oceans are no longer a natural barrier. New 
concepts of space and time have brought nations, 
heedless or hostile, to our very doorsteps. The 
earth, once separated by five oceans into con- 
tinents and hemispheres, is too small to support the 
human race, and of a sudden we are seized with 
claustrophobia. In a panic we are racing to reach 
the moon, or perhaps Mars, or the nearest star. 


‘“KNOWEST THOU NOT THESE THINGS?”’ 


Meanwhile, as these international problems re- 
main unsolved, what can save us from attack, from 
push-button destruction by missiles and rockets 
equipped with their weapons of death? When all 
is said and done, what have we gained in this 
frantic race for speed? 

In the words of the editorial writer of the New 
York Times, “we can now go elsewhere faster than 
ever but we cannot get away from ourselves. Two 
world wars and speed transcending that of sound 
have not brought us peace of mind. The goals we 
have accepted for ourselves may have something to 
do with this, for a wise man once said, ‘Man is 
caught by what he chases.’ Our pursuit of material 
objectives has accentuated the lack of mental insti- 
tutions to take care of those who have fallen by the 
wayside. Of what use is it to be ‘succesful’ in any 
particular business, profession or specialized skill 
when the net result for us is only an odd assort- 
ment of psychosomatic traumata? 

“... It seems patent that man’s growth must be 
not only outward toward material welfare but in- 
ward toward an expansion of his spirit... Why 
not let the Golden Rule become a viable force in our 
age of speed, anxiety and tensions? It should be as 
simple in application as E= MC? is to a theoretical 
physicist, also as modern.” 

This is wise and timely advice, we say, this idea 
of observing the Golden Rule. “All things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do to you, do ye even 
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so to them.” Yet the Golden Rule presupposes a 
basic radical work in the hearts of men. Christ ex- 
pressed that fundamental principle when Senator 
Nicodemus interviewed Him by night and sought to 
learn from Him the truth about life: “Except a 
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man be born again... 


How easily men and women fall into the category 
of Nicodemus! They can tell us admirable things 
about science, make eloquent speeches about pol- 
itics, write lengthy dissertations on economics, and 
speak with authority about modern technology— 
yet facts and figures change overnight and we are 
left with the disquieting thought that nothing re- 
mains immutable, that all things are subject to 
change, and that there is no security in material 
things. 

“Art thou a master of Israel, and knowest not 
these things?” These are the searching words of 
Jesus addressed to the ruler of the Jews—words 
that even today could well be directed to those who 
think they have found the solution to the world’s 
problems in material things—in super jets, super 
rockets, super missiles, or even in summit talks, 
disarmament plans, peace treaties. 

But whether steel or paper, they can both be 
scrapped. “Knowest thou not these things?” 


NEW YEAR, NEW LEAF, NEW LIFE 


At this season we wish each other a Happy New 
Year and make resolutions to “turn over a new 
leaf.” Actually, whether or not people are conscious 
of the fact, this new leaf, or new life, is what Christ 
was speaking of when He said to Nicodemus: “Ex- 
cept a man be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God ... That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh (perishable) ; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit (imperishable). Marvel not that I 
said unto thee, Ye must be born again.” (John 3: 
3, 6, 7) 

This matter of being “born again,” of entering 
upon a completely new life, is a tremendous chal- 
lenge to every human being. It is the challenge of 
the eternal, which in this age of “speed, anxiety 
and tension” is all that really matters. Rockets, 
jets, radar, error-proof guided missiles can never 
answer man’s quest for security, serenity, or hap- 
piness. Ultimately man has to face this reality. 

“Put not your trust in princes,” wrote the 
Psalmist, “nor in the son of man, in whom there is 
no help.” (Ps. 146:3) But in Christ there is help, 
or as the margin reads, salvation. Nicodemus 
learned this, in words that epitomize the whole 
story of the gospel, from beginning to end: 

“For God so loved the world, that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. For 
God sent not His Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world through Him might be 
saved.” (John 3:16, 17) 

The New Year’s message that mankind needs is 
the message of the New Birth. The Golden Rule, 
capable of solving national and international dif- 
ficulties and disputes, can only operate in the 
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hearts of men and women who are redeemed 
through the blood of the Lamb and regenerated 
through the Spirit of Christ. 

As we wish our readers a Happy New Year, we 
urge each one to join us in resolving to turn over 
a new leaf as did David of old when he prayed: 
“Create in me a clean heart, O God; and renew a 
right spirit within me.” (Ps. 51:10) 


One Hundred Years Later 


N SUNDAY, November 24, 1957, Democratic 
Senator John F. Kennedy, of Massachusetts, 
appeared as guest on a television interview. In 
answer to the controversial but crucial question 
of whether his loyalty to the Roman Catholic 
Church would influence his judgment as Chief 
Executive, if he should succeed in his campaign for 
the presidential nomination, the Roman Catholic 
Senator denied that his religious convictions would 
have any effect upon his office, except in an “ethi- 
cal sense,” and claimed that his church affiliations 
were his own personal concern and would in no 
way affect his duty to uphold and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

On several occasions this same question has been 
brought up before the Congress of the U.S., but 
the one that comes closest to Senator Kennedy’s 
predicament (whether or not he admits it) is the 
session held a century ago in which Roman Catho- 
lic Congressman Joseph R. Chandler addressed the 
House of Representatives in defense of the Roman 
Church. The speech was delivered on January 11, 
1855, with the special intent of proving that the 
Roman Catholic Church had never sought any tem- 
poral or political power; that the popes never 
endeavored to place themselves above governments; 
and that they had never exercised the power of de- 
posing kings and rulers. 

In a melodramatic burst of oratory, with a di- 
rect emotional appeal, Mr. Chandler expended his 
energies in trying to convince the Congress, with 
constructed phrases, that his church was the un- 
fortunate victim of bigotry! The essence of his rhe- 


torical display is expressed in the following sen- 
tences: 


THE CATHOLIC CONGRESSMAN SPEAKS 


I propose making some reply to the remarks of the 
honorable gentleman from Massachusetts [Mr. Banks], 
who recently addressed the House, in committee, on some 
of the prevailing topics of the day, and made special and 
inculpatory allusion to the creed of the Roman Catholic 
Church; involving a charge of latent treason against its 
members, or, at least, imputing to them an article of 
religious faith that overrides all fealty to the government 
of the country, and would render them unworthy of pub- 
lic trust—suspected citizens, and dangerous officers . . . 

Believing, sir, that religion is a personal matter, I have 
avoided public exhibition of my pretensions . . . 

The question raised by the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts is one of political power; and that, I imagine, is the 
leading objection to Catholics and to Catholicity with 
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gentlemen who venture on the dangerous movement of 
dragging religion into the political arena. Mr. Chairman, 
I deny that the bishop of Rome has, or that he claims for 
himself, the right to interfere with the political relations 
of any other country than that of which he is himself the 
sovereign! I mean—and I have no desire to conceal any 
point—I mean that I deny to the bishop of Rome the 
right resulting from his divine office, to interfere in the 
relations between subjects and their sovereigns, between 
citizens and their governments. 

And while I make this denial, I acknowledge all my 
obligations to the Church of which I am an humble mem- 
ber, and I recognize all the rights of the venerable head 
of that Church to the spiritual deference of its children; 
and I desire that no part of what I may say, or what I 
may concede, in my remarks, may be considered as yield- 
ing a single dogma of the Catholic Church, or mani- 
festing, on my part, a desire to explain away, to suit the 
spirit of the times, or the prejudices of my hearers, any 


doctrine of the Catholic Church. 


DISAVOWAL OF DIVIDED FEALTY 


I believe all that that the Church believes and teaches 
as religious dogmas; but I am not bound by the im- 
putations of its opponents. I am not bound by the as- 
sertions of those who would make political capital out of 
denunciations of her children, or misrepresentations of 
her creed. Nay, more, sir; and I ask the attention of 
gentlemen to my disavowal. I am not bound by any action 
which the pope takes as a temporal sovereign, or which 
he performs as bishop of Rome, or pope, when he is only 
carrying out a contract with kings and emperors to secure 
to them the integrity of their possessions, and the per- 
petuity of their power. 

As I cannot accept the honorable gentleman’s dis- 
crimination between me, as a Catholic, and other members 
of the Church as Roman Catholics, I must regard myself 
as involved in the general censure, and feel that I stand 
charged, as a national representative, with holding opin- 
ions and owing fealty that may demand from me a sacri- 
fice of patriotism to a higher obligation; pointed at, sir, 
as a man who, while he swears to maintain the Constitu- 
tion of the country, and professes to make the fulfillment 
of his obligation to that country his paramount political 
duty, yet cherishes in his heart the principles of political 
treason, I may be allowed, without the imputation of 
vanity, to make one more direct allusion to myself and 
my creed. And, sir, clearly and distinctly do I deny that 
the power of the pope extends one grain beyond his spirit- 
ual relations with the members of his Church, or im- 
presses, in the least degree, upon the political allegiance 
which any Roman Catholic of this country may owe to 
the government and Constitution of the United States. 

And, sir, that this disavowal of a divided fealty may 
not be regarded as a mere generality, I give it explicit- 
ness by declaring that if, by any providence, the bishop 
of Rome should become possessed of armies and a fleet, 
and, in a spirit of conquest, or any other spirit, should 
invade the territory of the United States, or assail the 
rights of our country, he would find no more earnest 
antagonists than the Roman Catholics. And for myself, 
if not here in this hall to vote supplies for a defending 
army, or if too old to take part in the active defense, I 
should, if alive, be at least in my chamber, or at the foot

of the altar, imploring God for the safety of my country 
and the defeat of the invaders. (Applause.) 

Or, if the spirit of conquest and cruelty should seize 
upon the wearer of the tiara, and he should seek to sub- 
jugate Italy by improper assumptions, and by crime pro- 
voke the arms of other nations against his own city, I 
could look on the chances of the defeat of his army as 
coolly and as complacently as on the misfortunes and 
punishment of any other ambitious monarch, and, safe in 
my love of right, and in the enjoyment of my religious 
creed, and the comforts of my home, I could say, “Let the 
Volscians plough Italy and harrow Rome.” 

In a more concise but logical argumentation, Mr. 
Banks, the Congressman from Massachusetts, had 
already refuted the pious oratory of his opponent 
and proved with ample evidence not only that the 
head of the Roman Catholic Church claims the con- 
trol of governments but also that the verdict of 
history affirms that the Pope can absolve his sub- 
jects from their allegiance to their country. These 
are his words: 


THE NON-CATHOLIC 
CONGRESSMAN SPEAKS 


I have no objection to any man of the Catholic Church 
or faith. Here is our friend from Pennsylvania [Mr. 
Chandler], an amiable, learned, and eloquent man; I 
might be willing to vote for him, Catholic as he is, in 
preference, perhaps, to others nearer my political faith 
than he is. What he thinks of the seven sacraments, or 
which one of them he accepts, is no concern of mine. To 
me it is no objection that he receives the interpretations 
of the Council of Trent as to the doctrines of original sin 
and justification. It cannot concern me, and it can con- 
cern no men, that, as a matter of faith, any person cher- 
ishes the doctrine of transubstantiation, accords the full 
measure of Catholic veneration to sacred relics or images, 
and accepts every article of the Nicene creed. Each man 
is accountable for his own faith, as I for mine. And even 
though my name were appended to the declaration, read 
to us by the gentleman from Mississippi, from the Penn- 
sylvanian, I might still vote for such a man, if otherwise 
it lay in my way to do so. 

But there is another branch of this subject. It is a cur- 
rent belief that the pope, the head of the Roman Church, 
who stands as the vicar of God, and is invested with his 
attributes of infallibility, is not only supreme in matters 
of faith, but has also a temporal power, that can not only 
control governments, but, in fitting exigencies, may ab- 
solve his disciples from their allegiance. I am aware, sir, 
that this is disputed ground. But it is a well-attested his- 
torical fact, that often, in time past, the claim to secular 
power has been made; and I am yet to learn, that by the 
pope, or any general council speaking with his acqui- 
escence—the only authorized exponents of the true faith 
—this claim has ever yet been disavowed. Ir HAS NOT 
BEEN DONE IN ENGLAND .. . I will say that, if it be true 
that the pope is held to be supreme in secular, as in 
sacred affairs, that he can absolve men from their re- 
lations with others not of the true faith, it is not strange 
that men should hesitate in the support of his followers. 
I would not vote for any man holding to that doctrine, 
and, I doubt not, other gentlemen here would concur with 
me in that feeling.

AFT the Congressional exchange had ended, the 

Roman Catholic Church took it upon herself to 
prove that Mr. Chandler, the loyal Roman Catholic 
Congressman, the defender of the Papacy, was 
wrong in interpreting her doctrine and that actu- 
ally Mr. Banks, the heretic, had brought before the 
Congress the true picture of the Roman Church 
and her claims of power, sovereignty and control 
over all the governments and rulers of the world. 
The rebuttal appeared in the Tablet for February 
24, 1855, the Tablet being the authorized voice of 
the Roman Catholic Church and perhaps the ablest 
exponent of Roman Catholicism in the British do- 
minions: 

THE ROMAN CHURCH SPEAKS 


Mr. Chandler, a respected member of Congress, has 
been urged by his friends to defend the Church in the 
House of Representatives, and he has done so... In 
Europe, however, the exposition is likely to be criticized; 
and though people may respect Mr. Chandler, praise his 
motives and intentions, they will hardly agree with him, 
supposing him to have really mastered the principles in- 
volved in his speech. It is not a pleasant task to repudiate 
the help of a friend, or to disown him, but it is sometimes 
a duty. Mr. Chandler is too frank and too honest not to 
concede to others the right he vindicates for himself. 

Mr. Chandler’s theme was the deposing power of the 
pope. He denies its existence independent of a public law 
of nations. It is not our intention to defend that power at 
present, for we shall confine ourselves simply to the ex- 
amination of the reasons which are supposed to be fatal 
to its existence. But, before doing so, it would be fair to 
remind our readers that two popes, celebrated, among 
other acts noble and heroic, for deposing sovereigns, are 
numbered with the saints—Gregory VII and Pius V. 
These popes did not think, nor did those who canonized 
them think, that they had exceeded their powers, or had 
diverted their spiritual authority into unlawful channels, 

Mr. Chandler says that “the whole power of deposing 
rested upon the consent, not merely of the kings, but of 
the deposed princes themselves.” If this be true there is 
an end of the question, for if “the whole power rested on 
the consent” of kings and princes, their deposition must 
have been thoroughly just, because volenti no fit injuria, 
and they were, therefore, very wicked men when they in- 
vaded the papal States to punish the pope, who had done 
nothing but give effect to the consent of those princes. 
Still more wicked were they who created an anti-pope to 
resist the judge whom they had themselves appointed . . . 

The deposing power does actually exist at present; is 
publicly taught in every state that considers itself free . . . 
The difference between the modern and the mediaeval 
world consists in this: we vest this power in the people, 
our ancestors, more wisely, in the pope .. . 


“THE POPE INTERFERES"” 


Mr. Chandler goes a great deal further—we are sorry 
to refer to him so often—and trenches on the real spirit- 
ual power which he is so anxious to guard inviolate. His 
words are these: “I deny to the Bishop of Rome the right 
resulting from his divine office to interfere in the rela- 
tions between subjects and their sovereigns, between citi- 
zens and their governments.” It is impossible that he can 
mean what these words imply. The pope is at this moment 


“interfering” in Piedmont, defending one class of citizens 
there against the government, and yet in the House of 
Representatives a Christian denies the right. 

Governments may and do prohibit good works, and 
the pope interferes. They also encourage and commit evil: 
the pope interferes, and good Christians prefer the pope’s 
authority to that of the state. The godless colleges in 
Ireland, the hierarchy in England, the troubles of Pied- 
mont—all bear witness together against this unchristian 
opinion, which must have escaped from the speaker, who 
did not ponder his words. 

It is to be remembered, however, that Mr. Chandler 
speaks on the authority of others, one of which is the late 
Dr. England, Bishop of Charleston. That prelate is re- 
ported to have written: “Let the pope and cardinals, and 
all the powers of the Catholic world united summon a 
general council ... Let that council lay a tax of one cent 
upon any of our Churches; we will not pay it. Yet we are 
most obedient papists.” And again: “If the pope were to 
declare war against America, and any Roman Catholic, 
under the pretext of spiritual obedience, was to refuse to 
oppose this temporal aggressor, he would deserve to be 
punished for his refusal, because he owes to this country 
to maintain its rights, and spiritual power does not, and 


cannot, destroy the claim which the government has upon 
him.” 


INDECENT INSINUATIONS 


Now, suppose the government were to order a priest to 
fight, would Dr. England have admitted the claim, and 
thrown the discipline of the Church to the winds? If the 
pope can forbid a priest to fight, when the civil govern- 
ment bids him, there is an end to this argument, for the 
spiritual power does, in the case of the priest, destroy the 
claim of the government. 

Mr. Chandler also repeats the same sentiments: —“If 
by any providence the Bishop of Rome should become 
possessed of armies and a fleet, and, in a spirit of con- 
quest, or any other spirit, should invade the territory of 
the United States, he would find no more earnest antago- 
nists for the purpose of refuting the principles involved 
in them, but to protest against the indecency of such 
insinuations against the justice and dignity of the holy 
see. 

Why should people suppose that the pope could invade 
any country in “a spirit of conquest”? Is there anything 
in the history of Rome Christian to justify this? It is well 
known that the popes have never yet waged an aggressive 
war. These idle suppositions of wrong doings on the part 
of the pope are most offensive, and highly derogatory to 
the dignity and honour of the supreme pontificate, and 
the expression “Bishop of Rome” sounds, at least, as 
manifesting the absence of deep veneration for the suc- 
cessor of the prince of the apostles. 


UNSOUND THEORIES 


The speech before us also exhibits another very great 
defect. It proceeds on the hypothesis that a Christian is 
bound to nothing but to articles of faith. Mr. Chandler 
thinks himself at perfect liberty to reject the doctrine of 
the deposing power, because the Church has not yet de- 
fined it to be of faith. The grounds on which he relies 
may be safe so far as this question is concerned; for we 
repeat that we are not defending it; but it is surely most 
perilous to maintain that people are bound by no teaching

save that of the definitions of the faith. The pope is ap- 
pointed not only to teach faith, but to govern Christians 
as well, and we are not at liberty to reject his discipline, 
because he has not pronounced it to be part of divine re- 
velation. The deposing doctrine may be false, we say this 
merely for argument sake, but it also may be true, and 
therefore modest people will not be so energetic in de- 
nouncing it. 

There are many things besides matters of faith to which 
a Christian must submit... It is part of the discipline of 
the Church, binding, when - practicable, under pain of 
mortal sin, and every Catholic knows that the wilful neg- 
lect of that precept of mere ecclesiastical law incurs the 
penalties of the everlasting fires. The Church teaches 
faith and morals, and under the latter head is involved 
politics, the relations of state to state, of subjects to their 
rulers, contracts of merchants and traders, law, politics, 
and trade, and he must be an indifferent Christian who 
refuses on principle to submit to the received teaching of 
the pope in these questions, because he has not defined 
it to be a portion of the divine faith ... Unsound 
theories about the extent of the ecclesiastical power will 
never convert heretics, but are sure to pervert Catholics. 
(Taken from The Temporal Power of the Pope, by John 
M’Clintock, D.D., 1855) 


TODAY’S CRUCIAL ISSUE 


It appears that Mr. Chandler, an American citi- 
zen serving as an elected representative of the peo- 
ple of his state and sworn to uphold and defend the 
American Constitution, acted on an impulse of loy- 
alty to his country when he made his disputed 
speech. Apparently his sense of right and justice 
was outraged at the thought of a foreign power, to 
which he granted spiritual sovereignty, interfering 
with or subverting the Government which he 
served. And while he put the case of an actual in- 
vasion of this country by the pope and his armies, 
it is to be assumed that this was merely a rhetorical 
hyperbole that would by no means exclude less 
obvious means of invasion, subversion, or inter- 
ference. In any event, the church would not dictate 
to him, he said, claiming that he was bound only by 
matters de fide—of faith, in the technical language 
of the church. 

But Mr. Chandler’s church completely disowned 
his patriotic arguments and his rhetorical defense 
of what he claimed to believe in. His ignorance of 
ecclesiastical history as well as dogma was credit- 
ed to wilful deception and his motives were 
roundly impugned. “It is impossible that he can 
mean what these words imply,” declared the Tablet. 
Surely Mr. Chandler must realize that the pope can 
depose rulers and interfere in governments! “Good 
Christians [t.e., Catholics] prefer the pope’s au- 
thority to that of the state.” 

Obviously, then, the Roman Church expects its 
adherents to understand that they owe prior al- 
legiance to the Holy See and that the Pope’s author- 
ity of necessity supersedes, and therefore may over- 
ride, that of the state. The Roman Catholic Church, 
as a “perfect society,” does not admit equality with 
any other type of government; it reserves for itself 
eminence above all. Therefore, the Roman hier- 
archy saw no reason or excuse for Mr. Chandler’s 
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myopia in this regard and as much as indicated 
that he should reorient his thinking. 


OW, a century later, we are confronted with an- 
other public figure who claims to be a devout 
Roman Catholic while pledging unqualified al- 
legiance to the United States. Is he to be believed? 
Are his words to be taken at face value? Do his 
words have the sanction of the Roman Catholic 
Church? 

Since adherence to the letter and spirit of Roman 
Catholic dogma makes it impossible for any indi- 
vidual to place loyalty to his country above loyalty 
to his church, Americans may be called upon in 
1960 to give serious and solemn consideration to 
these questions and the issue involved, should Sena- 
tor John F. Kennedy—or any other Roman Catho- 
lic—receive the presidential nomination. 


America’s Future Is in 
Your Hands 


“( \NE NATION ... indivisible, with liberty and jus- 

tice for all.” These are tremendous words, 
powerful words. But if America ever allows them 
to become dead words—if the pledge of allegiance 
loses its meaning—then we might as well prepare 
to suffer the greatest catastrophe that can befall 
any community of people. 

As early as 1777, one year after the Declaration 
of Independence, the Constitution of New York 
abolished all sovereignty of religion, proclaiming 
that “the free exercise and enjoyment of a religious 
profession and worship, without distinction or 
preference, shall forever hereafter be allowed with- 
in this state to all mankind.” 

Liberty is a gift of God, but it has too many en- 
emies to allow of a moment’s relaxation. To pre- 
serve its priceless benefits one must fight for it 
constantly, conquer it ever anew, live for it, and if 
necessary die for it. Byron understood the high cost 
of freedom: 

“And when thy sons to fetters are consign’d— 

To fetters and the damp vault’s dayless gloom, 

Their country conquers with their martyrdom, 

And freedom’s fame finds wings on every wind.” 


THE HIDDEN POWER 


Menacing shadows are gathering on every side. 
Only an alert community of people determined to 
fight to the end, if necessary, for their freedom 
will succeed in dispelling these shadows and pre- 
venting further attempts to weaken and destroy 
this sacred heritage. Indifference to the growing 
manifestations of a hidden power could eventuate 
in national suicide. 

This hidden power is well exemplified by an in- 
stitution of great subtlety and therefore great 
danger which has established itself in this country 
for the purpose of destroying the American way of 
life. That institution is the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy. In the past America has defeated every 
enemy that has threatened its national life. Yet the 
Roman hierarchy, which has been carrying out the 
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' most dangerous plot of subverting the great 
achievements of this nation, is allowed to go virtu- 
ally unchallenged. The stability of the country’s 
very foundations is at stake, and the blue sky of 
our freedom may well give place to the black and 
stormy clouds of unrest and even slavery unless 
every American resolves to learn again the real 
meaning of the pledge of allegiance. 

“One nation ..., indivisible, with liberty and 
justice for all.” Religious freedom and democracy 
are rooted in the gospel of Jesus Christ, and only 
as long as that gospel is freely preached in America 
can we be sure of preserving our heritage. 


THE STRANGER TAKES OVER 


In contrast with the concept of the American 
creed, the Roman Catholic Church upholds the 
doctrine of the Vatican’s superiority over govern- 
ments, kingdoms, and empires. Even in America 
where she entered a stranger and now acts as pro- 
prietor, the Roman Church disregards Consti- 
tutional principles. She does not say: “The Con- 
stitution says...” She declares: “The Pope 
says... The Canon Law prescribes . . . The hier- 
archy determines... ” 

The separation of Church and State is indelibly 
stamped in the great American Constitution; it is 
the creed of every loyal citizen. The Roman Catho- 
lic Church is armed with a mailed hand to wipe 
out that doctrine from the immortal pages of our 
Constitution. Let the reader examine what the 
Osservatore Romano (June 4, 1909) had to say in 
expressing the mind of the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy in this matter: “The acceptance, as a 
doctrine, of separation of Church and State, is in- 
admissible on the part of the church... ” 


The public school system, established for the edu- 
cation of our children, regardless of race, creed, 
color, or social standing, is one of the great con- 
quests of the American heritage and must be 
guarded with zeal and preserved at whatever cost. 
The Roman Catholic hierarchy is determined to 
make it disappear from the life of this nation. “Let 
the public school go to where it came from: the 
devil,” says Rome. “Justice cannot oblige the sup- 
port of a system which we are forbidden in con- 
science to use, or a system which we consci- 
entiously hold to be bad in principle and bad in 
the ultimate consequences,” writes the Jesuit 
priest, L. Blakely. 


The respect for human rights is recognized and 
upheld as the key to the American way of life. But 
the Roman Catholic Church is prepared to deny 
these rights to anyone who refuses to conform to 
her dogmas. What will become of them if we con- 
tinue to allow this growing intolerance on the part 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy toward the guar- 
antees of the Bill of Rights? In his book God in 
Freedom Luigi Luzzati says: “The most degrading 
spectacle of modern societies is that of persistent 
religious intolerance . . .Italy, France, Spain, Por- 
tugal believe themselves to be divided by unsur- 
passable barriers, while they are the children ... of 
the same moral deformity: intolerance.” 


The Roman Catholic Church, a problem in itself, 
has created acute problems for America, which call 
for immediate and persistent action, especially 
when we are confronted with the church’s ultimate 
aim of changing our Constitution to suit her own 
nefarious ends. It is no secret that the Roman 
Church seeks to change constitutions to her own 
liking. What Americans fail to realize is that it 
could happen here. Consider these words from the 
pen of Dr. John A. Ryan, professor of moral theol- 
ogy at Catholic University : 


“But constitutions can be changed, and non- 
Catholic sects may decline to such a point that the 
political proscription of them may become feasible 
and expedient. What protection would they then 
have against a Catholic State? The latter could logi- 
cally tolerate only such religious activities as were 
confined to the members of the dissenting group. 
It could not permit them to carry on general propa- 
ganda nor accord their organization certain privi- 
leges that had formerly been extended to all re- 
ligious corporations, for example, exemption from 
taxation.” (The State and the Church, p. 38) 

In his booklet “May an American Oppose the 
Public School?” (New York, The America Press) 
Father Blakely echoes the same sentiments: 


“The Constitution of the United States has been 
changed in the past, and it will be changed in the 
future. No institution which it establishes is so 
sacred that is must remain forever untouched. On 
the contrary, like the Constitution itself, it may be 
discussed, criticized, opposed, and discarded.” 


THE VOTE IN YOUR HAND 


Opposed to these dangers, in which the life and 
well-being of every true citizen is at stake, stands 
the CONVERTED CATHOLIC magazine, bulwark and 
defender of American freedom. Its pages are the 
ammunition for the battle facing every American. 
We are ready to continue providing our readers 
with that ammunition if they in turn are ready to 
fight to preserve this land and the Constitution 
which gives it character and stability.

IT C40 HAPPEN 
IN YOu? TOWN 


If you have forgotten that the price of freedom is eternal 
vigilance, what happened in Rutherford, New Jersey, can happen in 


your neighborhood, before your own uncomprehending eyes. 


A priest whose aim is to by-pass the Constitution for personal gain; 


an editor who suppresses news of one group to satisfy the 
demands—or threats—of another; a Board of Health official with a 
respect for principle; a slowly-awakening citizenry with its 


mingled outrage, frustration, hostility, prejudice, and bigotry; and a 
courageous woman whose convictions about American freedom 

and democracy outweigh any personal motives—these are the main 
characters in the story of one city's struggle over the issue of 


Church-State separation. 


UR TOWN OF RUTHERFORD, with 
a population of approxi- 
mately twenty thousand souls, is 
located seven miles from New 
York City. We have been trying 
to get a new high school for years 
to meet the demands of our ever- 
growing population. No matter 
what solution was offered to the 
public, the weekly town and local 
area paper consistently opposed 
it and managed to defeat it. 

In the fall of 1955, the Board 
of Education offered their latest 
brain-child, a new high school lo- 
cated on the outskirts of town, 
but on public-owned park prop- 
erty. This the P.T.A. and most 
civic-minded groups felt was the 
cheapest and best solution to the 
problem, since the older students 
would have to do the traveling, 
the Junior High age group would 
go to the old high school in the 
center of town, and the grade 
school children would attend one 
of the four other schools nearest 
them. 
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When the proposal was made, 
the South Bergen News divided 
the town up again, objecting to 
the location, while at the same 
time ridiculing the Board of Edu- 
cation, the P.T.A., and others in 
favor of it. They also refused to 
print anything from these organ- 
izations in favor of the proposed 
school, so that these groups had 
to go to the expense of mimeo- 
graphing and distributing house- 
to-house anything that they 
wished known regarding the situ- 
ation. 

At the same time the paper 
proceeded to praise St. Mary’s 
Roman Catholic Church for the 
addition which they were building 
onto their high school. One news 
report stated that we did not need 
a new high school since the over- 
flow could be taken care of by St. 
Mary’s. This, of course, angered 
the Jewish and Protestant popu- 
lation, who had no desire to send 
their children there. 

About the same time, Msgr. 


Charles Demjanovich, head priest 
of St. Mary’s, marched down to 
the Borough Hall to attend a 
Board of Health meeting with ap- 
proximately one hundred of his 
parishioners, demanding that St. 
Mary’s be given more money for 
physical examinations, in fact, 
fifteen hundred dollars, so that 
they might have “strip” physicals 
(which they did not have) ona 
par with the public school chil- 
dren. They were refused by a 
three-to-two vote, so the priest 
threatened to close the schools if 
they did not grant the request by 
the following week. 

The account of this situation 
was also a biased one, giving only 
Msgr. Demjanovich’s side of the 
story. The paper claimed that Mr. 
Stanton C. Jones of the Board of 
Health had antagonized and in- 
cited St. Mary’s constituents to 
mob frenzy and that a very im- 
portant public official had begged 
Msgr. Demjanovich not to close 
the schools as they knew that 
they could not handle the situ- 
ation. 


S AN EVANGELICAL Christian 
and a public-spirited citizen, 
I felt that I should commend the 
Board for their stand in refusing 
to give public money unconstitu- 
tionally. Therefore, I phoned Mr. 
Jones and complimented him and 
the other two Board members for 
their stand in the public interest 
and asked if I could be of any 
help. 

He thanked me and told me of 
the biased account in the local 
paper and of many threats to him 
by telephone and letter. He stated 
that St. Mary’s group and Msgr. 
Demjanovich were told by Board 
of Health members who opposed 
aid to St. Mary’s that they were 
acting in the best interests of the 
whole community and not just for 
a minority group, and that since 
it was unconstitutional to begin 
with, St. Mary’s should never 
have been given any money for 
the regular physicals, which they 
now received. 

Msgr. Demjanovich replied, 
“As long as what we are already 
getting is illegal, there’s no harm 
in getting a little more the same 
way.” When he threatened them 
with closing the parochial schools, 
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he was told that it was not the 
Board of Health’s headache, but 
the Board of Education’s, and 
that he should go ahead and close 
them, as the public school system 
was the democratic way and he 
would be doing the children a fa- 
vor by sending them there. 

And, continued Mr. Jones, it 
was interesting to note that the 
two in favor of giving aid to St. 
Mary’s were Roman Catholics, 
whereas those opposing the 
measure were Protestants who 
claimed that they would not give 
money to any private or religious 


to the South Bergen News. This 
would bring the matter to the 
public eye, and St. Mary’s group 
and the rest of the town would 
see that the Board were acting in 
the best public interest by their 
stand. 


HEN MY LETTER was not 
printed within the next two 
weeks, I telephoned the editor and 
asked him if he had received my 
letter. 
“Yes,” he said, “but my son 
and I talked it over and felt that 
we could not print it.” 


The Awakening

school regardless of denomi- 
nation, since our Constitution 
guaranteed us separation of 
Church and State. 

Then, Mr. Jones continued, a 
reporter from the Newark Eve- 
ning News, a daily paper, printed 
a true version, stating from the 
town doctor that the physicals 
given to St. Mary’s pupils were 
equal to those given public school 
children, except that the former 
did not strip (remove upper 
clothing) and that St. Mary’s 
wanted fifteen hundred dollars 
for this. Whereupon, a delegation 
from St. Mary’s petitioned the 
town Council to prevent this re- 
porter from attending any fur- 
ther meetings. They were in- 
formed that the Council had no 
authority to do so. Next day they 
*phoned his paper to try to re- 
strain him, but they were again 
refused. This, incidentally, might 
have cost him his job. 

Therefore, Mr. Jones stated 
that it would be a big help if I 
and everyone that I knew who 
felt as I did would write a letter 
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“Well,” I replied, “I am really 
shocked to hear you say that. Is 
this America or is this Russia?” 

“We cannot print such bigotry, 
lies and half-truths!” he ex- 
claimed. 

“Are you a Knight of Colum- 
bus?” I asked. “Most people I’ve 
spoken to feel that you are so pro- 
Catholic in your paper that you 
must be.” 

“Now you are insulting me!” 
he shouted. “I was brought up a 
Methodist.” 

“Well,” I responded, “that 
doesn’t mean a thing, as I was 
brought up a Catholic, but am 
now a converted one, for which I 
praise the Lord. However, I have 
a great love for the Catholic 
people and would like to see them 
come to know the truth. 

“But the Roman Catholic 
Church is another thing,” I con- 
tinued. “Are you aware of its 
growing power? You are helping 
its growth by refusing to print 
anything from a Christian’s view- 
point.” 

“It’s my paper and I'll print 


what I — — please,” he shouted 
profanely. 

“Then,” I said, “I want you to 
print this letter as a paid adver- 
tisement and above it print these 
words: ‘This is a letter that the 
South Bergen News refused to 
print in its Editorial Column be- 
cause we thought it too bigoted, 
prejudiced, and full of lies.’ ” 


Then he really began shouting 
and said, ‘‘We have a whole desk 
full of letters just like yours and 
of all the rotten, filthy letters, 
yours is the worst. Ill call you 
back on the ’phone when my son 
returns, and we'll both talk to 
you.” 

I repeated that I wanted him 
to print the letter as an ad, and 
he banged the telephone in my 
ear. 

Then I got busy on the ’phone, 
contacting three lawyers, several 
ministers and their wives. Christ- 
ian friends, and others, to whom 
I read the missive and explained 
the situation. Everyone thought 
it an excellent one and true. They 
could see no reason for his refusal 
to print it, unless there were some 
hidden interests and reasons that 
he was concealing. In all, I had 
the consensus of twenty-five 
people, mostly Christians, who 
felt that it was undemocratic and 
un-American for the editor not to 
print mine and similar letters and 
that freedom of both speech and 
press was at stake. 


Two friends and I consulted a 
lawyer regarding the advisability 
of mimeographing the letter and 
distributing it throughout the 
town to awaken the people to the 
danger of the situation, the power 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
and the fact that the Christian’s 
voice was silenced. We felt that 
we were doing it “as unto the 
Lord.” 


The lawyer agreed with me one 
hundred per cent in my senti- 
ments, but said that if he came 
out openly on this viewpoint, he 
would be boycotted in his business 
by the Roman Church. However, 
he said that we were within our 
rights to express our opinions and 
no one could take legal action 
against us, for the Constitution 
guarantees us freedom of the 
press. We were cautioned not to 
place any material in mailboxes, 
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which we were very careful not to 
do. 


E DISTRIBUTED about a thou- 

sand copies of the letter, in 
a swirling snow-storm, and on 
our return at night had a few 
complimentary ‘phone calls. They 
stated that they agreed with my 
letter, which they thought excel- 
lent, and that they were glad that 
some citizens were still civic- 
minded enough to go to such 
trouble to expose injustice. They 
also expressed admiration for my 
two cohorts and myself. Another 
*phoned and said that he admired 
my bravery and courage and 
agreed one hundred per cent with 
my letter. He added that Luther 
was willing to give his life for 
freedom of speech and conscience 
before God and that Huss had 
given his life for a free press. All 
agreed that the need for a free 
press in town was great and that 
they would be willing to help 
along, if necessary. 

The next day I received several 
crank and threatening ‘phone 
calls. One was from a St. Mary’s 
High School boy and his father, 
who refused to give their names. 





The boy argued with me stupidly 
at first, saying that since I was 
against the Catholics, I should 
take rat poison. Then the father 
spoke and said: 

“What you really want is a new 
high school, isn’t it? Well, I’m go- 
ing out early tomorrow to vote 
and to get all my Catholic friends 
to vote against it, and we’ll see 
that you don’t get a new high 
school as long as you won’t give 
St. Mary’s money. Now what do 
you think of that?” 

“If the people vote ‘no’ for a 
new high school,” I replied, “it 
means that that is not God’s will 
for us, but that He has other 
plans which He will reveal to us 
in time.” 

He didn’t know what to say, so 
he hung up on me. The son 
‘phoned back later several times 
for many days with practically 
the same line: “This is the 
Rat Poison Society and we are 
out to exterminate you and all 
rats.” One night the ’phone rang 
every fifteen minutes until three 
in the morning, when I took it off 
the rack. Another person ’phoned 
and said, ““You black Protestant 
Communist!” and then hung up. 





The Letter the “News” Refused to Print 


Dear Editor: 


. Stanton Jones and the other members of the Board of 

Health are to be commended for the firm but Christian stand that they 

have taken in the face of an unpleasant situation.

This went on for two weeks with- 
out any let-up. 

A Roman Catholic woman who 
writes a Rutherford social column 
for the Passaic Herald-News, a 
daily paper, phoned and said that 
when she picked up the letter and 
read it, she thought immediately, 
“Oh, some Communist must have 
written this.” She asked me what 
I had against Catholics. 

I told her it was unconstitu- 
tional to give funds to any private 
religious school, whether Catho- 
lic, Protestant, Jewish, or other. 
If one of these denominations 
were asking for money I should 
be against their receiving any, 
too. She then mentioned that 
there was no need for a new high 
school since there were two in 
town, St. Mary’s and the public 
high. 

“Why should the Catholics con- 
tribute to a new public high 
school, when we were refused 
money for the strip physicals?” 
she countered. 

I mentioned that supporting 
any private or religious school 
was prohibited by the First 
Amendment, therefore making it 
illegal. I added that when I had 
moved to Rutherford eighteen 
years previously, there were only 
four or five children on our 
street; now there were approxi- 
mately forty-five. In all these 
years no new schools had been 
built, and any plans to build new 
ones were consistently defeated. I 
asked her if she didn’t see the 
need of a new school. 

To my surprise, she agreed. In 
fact, she recalled that no new 
schools had been built in thirty- 
three years. It was very obvious 
from our conversation that Ro- 
man Catholics do little thinking 
for themselves and quite evident 
that their priests do all their 
thinking for them. Before she 
ended the conversation she 
thanked me for my courtesy in 
talking, as well as explaining my 
views to her. She said that at 
least she respected my right to 
my opinions, even though she did 
not exactly agree with them. 


INCE OUR AIM was also to get a 
free press as well as to awaken 
people to the gospel message, we 
’phoned three daily newspapers, 


il 


the Passaic Herald-News, the 
Bergen Evening Record, and the 
Newark Evening News, and ex- 
plained the situation to them, re- 
questing that they have reporters 
attend the next (April) Board of 
Health meeting, in the interest of 
a free press. They said that they 
certainly would and were sur- 
prised to learn of the censorship 
of my letter. 

A friend and I attended the 
meeting, along with a contingent 
from St. Mary’s. Mr. Robert K. 
Richardson, Board President, 
welcomed the visitors and asked 
if anyone had anything to say be- 
fore they became involved in busi- 
ness. I arose and said that I 
should like to speak in behalf of 
one hundred people whom I had 
polled on the subject of granting 
funds for strip physicals for St. 
Mary’s. Ninety of these were de- 
finitely against public funds 
being given to them, while only 
ten favored it. These ninety 
people and myself felt that our 
Constitutional rights would be 
violated if money were given to 
St. Mary’s Roman Catholic High 
School. 


I pointed out that the First 
Amendment means this, if it 
means anything: Neither a State 
nor the Federal Government can 
set up a church. Neither can pass 
laws which aid one religion, aid 
all religions, or prefer one reli- 
gion over another. No tax in any 
amount, large or small, can be 
levied to support any religious 
activities or institutions whatever 
they may be called, or whatever 
form they may adopt to teach or 
practice religion. 

“Therefore,” I concluded, “‘it is 
illegal to give any public money 
to any religious institution, 
whether it be Catholic, Jewish, 
Protestant, Buddhist, Moham- 
medan or any other. Again, may 
I thank you who voted ‘no’ for 
overlooking any personal or self- 
ish motives and for representing 
the best interests of all and not 
just a religious minority.” 


Then someone else brought up 
the same “Strip Physical Meas- 
ure” in a surreptitious manner, 
avoiding any reference to St. 
Mary’s. He stated that he had a 
health program which would 
make Rutherford have the best 
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health program of any town ex- 
cept Arlington. However, it was 
a long-range program and would 
cost a lot of money. 

The proposal called for provid- 
ing physical examinations “in ac- 
cord with recommendations of the 
Bergen County and New Jersey 
Medical Societies and the Ameri- 
can Medical Association” for Bor- 
ough parochial primary and sec- 
ondary school pupils. Rutherford 
parochial school pupils who lived 
outside the Borough would be re- 
quired to pay for the examina- 
tions. The program would begin 
immediately. 

With Mr. Richardson casting 
the deciding vote it was defeated 
three to two. A member of St. 
Mary’s delegation quickly rose 
and asked Mr. Richardson: 

“Last time (at the last meet- 
ing) you said you had to vote only 
in a tie. Are you exercising your 
convenience?” (Mr. Richardson 
had not voted at the last meeting, 
at which the vote had been de- 
feated 3-2.) 

“The chair can make or break 
a tie,” said Mr. Richardson. “I 
would have preferred not to vote, 
but since my vote is vital I exer- 
cised my prerogative to vote. We 
shall not be challenged on this 
discussion.” 

I arose and said that I hoped 
everyone there would realize that 
this new proposal was the same 
request previously made by the 
St. Mary’s group but now pre- 
sented in an underhanded man- 
ner. I also expressed surprise that 
a priest of Msgr. Demjanovich’s 
apparent intelligence would ask 
the Board to do something illegal. 
I was called to task for this by 
Mr. Richardson, since he said 
that neither side wished to have 
the religious motive brought in. 
The meeting was then adjourned. 


MAN AND HIS WIFE from St. 

Mary’s group spoke to my 
friend and me on our way out. 
They asked with obvious resent- 
ment what we had against Catho- 
lics and if we didn’t think Catho- 
lic people were good Christians 
when they lived up to the prac- 
tices of their church. To this I re- 
plied that we had only a feeling 
of love for Catholics. I explained 
that there was only one true 


church, consisting of all true be- 
lievers in our Lord Jesus Christ 
from all churches, and that it was 
a spiritual body. Therefore, any 
Catholic people who were totally 
committed to Him alone and not 
to a human organization belonged 
to this true spiritual Church and 
were good because they were 
clothed in Christ’s righteousness. 
At this, they became angry and 
left us, saying that we would re- 
gret our actions against them. 


We then spoke to the three re- 
porters and gave each a copy of 
my letter. They said that they had 
sized up the situation and would 
get the true story and facts of 
what happened in Rutherford. 

The next day the three papers 
had big write-ups of the story. 
Msgr. Demjanovich, who had 
tried to “play possum” and keep 
himself, the church and religion 
out this time, was ’phoned by the 
Passaic Herald-News and his pic- 
ture printed, but he had no com- 
ment to make on the issue. 


At the May Board Meeting, Mr. 
Jones brought up a motion that 
the issue could not be brought up 
again until October. A minister 
with several from his church at- 
tended, but since there was no op- 
position from St. Mary’s group, 
they merely observed the proceed- 
ings. 

Many of my Protestant friends 
turned against me too. One ac- 
cused me of trying to ruin the 
editor’s reputation with the letter 
and said that I deserved to be 
threatened for sticking my neck 
out. Another had a friend of hers 
write to the South Bergen News 
that I had illegally put the letter 
in her friend’s mailbox. It so hap- 
pened that we hadn’t even dis- 
tributed them in that area. My 
friend was the only one who had 
received one. 

The South Bergen News printed 
many intolerant letters against 
me and my cohorts. But in all, we 
feel that we have accomplished a 
lot through this letter, as many 
people have had their eyes opened 
to the power and aims of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. We have 
also had an opportunity to wit- 
ness of our love for our dear Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ, and of 
the courage which He transmits 
when He is Lord in the life. 
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THE BIBLE 
IN NEW YORK

To a traveler in a strange city the sight of a Bible on the night- 
stand of a hotel room is like a hand stretched out in welcome. Behind 
that welcome is the story of the Bible Societies, which were organized 
to make the Bible available to every man in his own tongue, at modest 


cost or absolutely free. 


Chained by the Roman Church for centuries, denied to the 
common man, restored in the vernacular by the Reformers, the Bible 
today is not only made available in scores of languages but is circu- 
lated and distributed to those who might not otherwise secure a copy. 
This is the task to which the Bible Societies have set themselves. And 


this is the story of one of them. 


HAT! An Icelandic Bible in 
New York?” 

To Ivor Snorrason, a sailor 
who had just entered the harbor 
aboard the M/S Trollafoss, this 
was incredible. But to Howard 
Klenk, Marine Agent of the New 
York Bible Society, it was 
routine. For Klenk requires as 
many as_ fourteen languages 
aboard a single vessel, including 
such alien sounds as Marathi, 
Telugu, Gaelic, Gurarati, Malay- 
alam, and Hawaiian. His Society 
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uses eighty-three languages in 
its distribution program about 
the harbor and within the city. 

How long has this been going 
on? Since December 4, 1809, for 
the New York is one of the old- 
est Bible Societies in the world. 
Its mission is missionary. It em- 
ploys its own agents to cover the 
waterfront, both passenger liners 
and freighters, and the land area 
among the vast foreign, Negro, 
Jewish, and blind population. 
While it engages in translation 


and publication, primarily its 
purpose is to see that every man, 
woman and child in the city has 
a copy of the Word of God in his 
own language. During its long 
history it has distributed thirty- 
five million copies—more than a 
million last year. 

The work about the harbor is 
the oldest of the Society’s activi- 
ties. New York is the greatest 
city in the world because it owns 
the greatest port in the world. 
Its 581 miles of pier-and-ware- 
house-serrated waterfront are 
pyramided with exports and im- 
ports. Both in respect to people 
and materials, it is the nation’s 
mightiest connecting link with 
the rest of the world. During an 
average month 806 ships arrive, 
of which 465 fly foreign flags. 
Some 400,000 people draw their 
living from its waters—not only 
sun-smitten, wind-bitten men of 
the sea, but longshoremen, cus- 
toms men, office personnel, and 
private guards. Most of these 
would remain unreached with the 
Christian gospel if it were not 
taken to them by this agency. 

New York harbor lies like a 
seething lake designed by a 
benevolent Providence as a haven 
for refugee pilgrims. Dominant 
figure in the Upper Bay is the 
wave-washed Statue of Liberty, 
lifting her beacon of freedom 
high. To catch the first possible 
glimpse of this new-life symbol 
is the desire of practically every 
westbound voyager. 

Thomas R. Marshall 
Vice-President of the United 
States said; “If I had my way, 
instead of the beacon I would 
place an open Bible in the hand 
of the Statue of Liberty, for it is 
upon the Bible that our form of 
government and the freedoms we 
enjoy really rest.”

AT THE GATEWAY 


During the past several years 
more than a _ million D.P.’s 
have accepted the invitation to 
“breathe free’ and are now 
settled in the United States. 
Federal legislation provides for 
another quarter of a million dur- 
ing a three-year period. These 
newcomers are met with Scrip- 
tures in their own tongue by 
agents of the Immigration Di- 
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vision of the New York Bible 
Society, headed by Charles E. 
Lumpp. Mr. Lumpp, born of Ger- 
man parentage in Brooklyn, serv- 
ed when a young man as a mis- 


sionary in South China. He 
speaks three languages fluently — 
German, Chinese, and _ Brook- 
lynese—and could use many 
more. 

In addition to his work along 
the piers, he regularly visits Ellis 
Island, once the gateway to the 
New World but now mainly a 
place of detention for those 
being repatriated as undesirables. 
There the Society maintains a 
depository of Scriptures in the 
library to which detainees are 
conducted under guard. 

But principally Mr. Lumpp 
visits in the detention rooms and 
hospital wards, where he meets 
people from all parts of the 
world. These include members of 
royalty, paupers, and_ those 
pathetic “cases” that lie between, 
like the Italian who because of 
separation from wife and four 
children had become mentally un- 
balanced, the pathetic young 
French mother who had married 
a G.I. and made the long trip to 
America only to find her husband 
imprisoned and so was forced to 
return to her native land, the 
Pole from Warsaw who was ab- 
solutely discouraged because of 
his long detention, and _ the 
Spaniard who had _ contracted 
tuberculosis. When last year the 
United States government round- 
ed up its ten top Communists and 
remanded them to Ellis Island 
for deportation, all but one ac- 
cepted Gospels from Mr. Lumpp. 
A week later that one requested a 
complete Bible. 

For some years the writer has 
served as chairman of the Protes- 
tant Committee of New York 
City for conducting Sunday ser- 
vices on Ellis Island, and as 
treasurer of the General Commit- 
tee for Immigrant Aid which 
seeks to add a friendly touch to 
the government’s activities. Each 
year a special Christmas program 
is arranged for those unfortunate 
enough to be detained on the 
Island over the holidays. It in- 
cludes the singing of Christmas 
carols in many languages, music 
by church choirs, and a gift for 
everyone. 
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ACROSS THE WAVES 


The New York Bible Society 
confines its distribution to the 
City, but by placing Scriptures 
aboard ship it scatters them to 
the ends of the earth. Included 
among visiting ships are those 
from Moslem countries, Japan, 
and the State of Israel. Letters 
reach the Society’s offices from 
remotest places telling of the new 
life the reading of the Word of 
God has imparted. 

One came from Tokyo. While 
the Columbia Maru was in New 
York, Marine Agent Don Cutts 
presented one of the seamen with 
a Testament after inscribing on 
the title page the simple benedic- 
tion, “God bless you.” This sea- 
man passed the Testament on to 
a brother who was seriously ill 
in Tokyo. Evidently the words 
touched the sick man’s heart for 
he wrote, “Your words came as 
a divine revelation; please tell me 
more about Christ.” Correspond- 
ence followed, until one day Cutts 
received a letter from his distant 
friend saying, “I have accepted 
Christ, and I know I have eternal 
life.””’ He requested that a Bible 
be sent to his wife, a school- 
teacher in Japan. 

On the Miyotama Marw last 
November Cutts received an un- 
usually cordial welcome from 
both officers and crew. Aboard he 
met Dr. Kiochiro Higashi, who 
showed Cutts a letter from a 
British school teacher in Japan, 
appealing to him to turn from 
Buddha to Christ. Discovering 
that the doctor was a specialist 
in abdominal operations and anx- 
ious to observe an operation in a 
modern hospital, Cutts arranged 
for him to witness one at New 
York Hospital. There he learned 
many things which will prove 
helpful in his work. But the high- 
light of the incident was the in- 
scription he wrote on the back 
page of the agent’s Bible: “I have 
today accepted Jesus Christ as 
my Saviour. November 5, 1953. 
Koichiro Higashi, M.D.” 

Nor was that the end. Several 
weeks later Cutts received a 
letter from Dr. Higashi in Los 
Angeles, accompanied by another 
bearing the signatures of three 
Japanese officers. In its quaint 
style it read, “We have been 
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studying Christianity as hard as 
possible, reading the Bible you 
gave us. You must be happy to 
hear that we should like to tell 
you, we also have accepted Jesus 
Christ as our Saviour.” 

And to show how times have 
changed, when Jewish agent 
Samuel Modell visited the S.S. 
Jerusalem with Howard Klenk, 
he not only escaped unscathed, 
but was invited to remain for 
tea! For three hours the two 
Agents visited the seamen dis- 
cributing New Testaments. 


TO EVERY TONGUE 
AND PEOPLE 


New York City is a world mis- 
sion field. in miniature. Within 
its five-borough population are 
2,000,000 Jews, three-quarters of 
a million Negroes, a half-million 
Puerto Ricans, a_ half-million 
Irish, a half-million Germans, 
400,000 Poles, 300,000 Austrians, 
and large blocs of Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Czechs, Dutch, French, 
Greeks, Hungarians, Lithuanians, 
Scandinavians, Portuguese and 
Russians. New York has more 
Jews than the State of Israel, 
more Italians than Rome, and 
more Negroes to the square mile 
than any other area on the face 
of the earth. 


Many of these foreign groups 
settle in clans: Negroes and 
Puerto Ricans in Harlem, Jews 
on the East Side and in the Bronx, 
Chinese in Chinatown, Germans 
and Hungarians in Upper Man- 
hattan, even a tribe of Iroquois 
Indians in Brooklyn. When the 
Society last fall was conducting 
its Anniversary services, it held 
them in five different languages 
on a single week-end: Spanish, 
Japanese, Chinese, Italian, and 
English. And in one church it 
conducted a_ service in _ five 
languages: Russian, Polish, 
Czecho-Slovakian, Ukrainian and 
Latvian, with native preachers 
and choirs. 

Already well over a_ half- 
million Puerto Ricans have settl- 
ed in New York. They continue 
to come at the rate of 1,000 a 
week. It is predicted that by 1960 
there will be a million. Often re- 
ferred to as the Puerto Rican 
“problem,” they present a chal- 
lenging missionary opportunity... 
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Thirty years ago there was only 
one Spanish-speaking church in 
New York. Today there are 200. 
And the membership of the 
Puerto Rican churches has in- 
creased sixfold during the past 
three years. As populations shift, 
some excellent church properties 
fall into their hands, often at 
ridiculously low prices. Services 
are musical, joyful, with no eyes 
on the clock, all seemingly a nat- 
ural part of the enthusiasm of 
their new-found faith. 

Many Puerto Rican store-own- 
ers are recklessly courageous in 
their testimony, displaying Scrip- 
ture streamers in their show- 
windows in utter disregard of 
the effect on their trade, and 
Scriptures from metal display 
racks supplied by the Bible 
Society. 


While distributing Scriptures 
from door to door in Spanish 
Harlem, Agent Wistner came to 
one which bore the name, D’An- 
tagnan Rivera, M.D. On entering, 
he found the reception room filled. 
But to his amazement he heard 
the doctor reading the Bible to 
his Puerto Rican patients. He 
discovered Dr. Rivera to be an 
energetic Christian who begins 
each day at his office with a 
devotional service, and takes time 
out from his practice during the 
day to read a portion of the Word 
to his callers. He not only invited 
Wistner to keep his reception 
room supplied with Scriptures, 
but when convenient to join him 
in conducting services. 


MISSION TO HARLEM 


The Negro population of New 
York is also tremendous and 
growing. There are three-quar- 
ters of a million Negroes, more 
than half of these jam-packed 
into Harlem to constitute the 
city’s largest slum area. 

Two Society Agents are assign- 
ed to this field. They make free 
grants to destitute homes, furnish 
Scriptures to churches for use in 
Visitation and_ released-time 
classes, conduct a Bible deposi- 
tory in the heart of Harlem, and 
arrange for the observance of 
Universal Bible Sunday services. 

The strength of character of 
the Negro Christian is well 
illustrated in Negro Sergeant 
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Manson Johnson, former POW 
in Korea who defied his Chinese 
Red captors’ demands that he 
tear up a Bible to use as cigaret 
papers. This was widely publiciz- 
ed. Sergeant Johnson is a son of 
the Reverend William Johnson, 
minister of St. Paul’s Disciples 
Christian Church in Brooklyn. 
At the Society’s Anniversary 
service last fall, the sergeant was 
presented with a Bible by the 
Society. Dramatically he closed 
his acceptance speech by singing, 
“O for a Closer Walk with Thee,” 
explaining that he had often sung 
it to encourage his buddies during 
their trying ordeal. 


MAKING HEBREW- 
CHRISTIANS 


Since New York is the capital 
of the Jewish world, it is natural 
that the Society should direct its 
work also to these people from 
whom the ancient Scriptures 
sprang. For such notable charac- 
ters as Abraham, David, Isaiah, 
Jesus, and Paul were Hebrew 
ancestors of our Christian faith. 


To take a Sunday afternoon 
walk through the Jewish ghetto 
on the East Side is a rewarding 
experience. Jerusalem seems lit- 
erally transplanted to the side- 
walks of New York. Pushcarts 
stacked with merchandise line 
the streets, rent-free stalls steal 
two-thirds of the sidewalk area, 
and crafty salesmen _surrepti- 
tiously draw from their pockets 
such stock in trade as watches 
and precious stones. 


To reach these milling multi- 
tudes the Bible Society assigns 
two agents for distribution, then 
supplies Scriptures to some 
twenty Hebrew missions in the 
city. Is the work effective? It 
would seem so, for at its annu- 
al city-wide Hebrew-Christian 
Anniversary service, the As- 
sembly room is invariably filled 
with Jews who have found in 
Christianity the fruition of their 
historic faith. 


LIGHT FOR THE BLIND 


Nor does the Society neglect 
the blind, of which there are 
some 14,000 in New York, in- 
cluding hundreds of war veterans. 
The Society furnishes’ both

“One day we went to a village 
where we reached many persons and 
whole families with the Gospel,” 
writes our missionary Emanuel from 
Greece. “Among them was the fam- 
ily of George Kaligiannis. He, his 
wife, his mother-in-law and their 7 
children—all under 12 years old— 
live in a one-room wooden hut. He 
suffers from paralysis and _ his 
mother-in-law is in bed with rheuma- 
tism. Words can hardly describe the 
conditions under which they live. But 
they had an open heart for the Gos- 
pel. My heart ached as I heard how 
often these little ones went to bed 
without their customary meal of 
brown bread and olives. My wife 
went out and came back with a bag 
full of groceries.

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Grants and Subsidies 


Roman Catholic universities 
are making a strong bid for 
grants and subsidies for their 
educational programs. Early in 
December it was announced that 
the National Science Foundation 
had awarded the University of 
Notre Dame a grant of $77,300 
to underwrite the expenses of 
nearly one hundred teachers ex- 
pected to attend the 1958 Summer 
Institute for High School Teach- 
ers of Mathematics. 


At the same time, Milwaukee’s 
(Roman Catholic) Marquette 
University announced that the 
National Science Foundation 
would support its institute for 
high school biology teachers, also 
scheduled for next summer. 


Morass of Contradictions 


Several months ago the Mil- 
waukee Archdiocesan Council of 
Catholic Women passed a reso- 
lution recommending boycott, 
all during the week, of stores that 
remain open for Sunday business. 
In an editorial criticizing the 
action, the Milwaukee Journal 
stated that the women were 
wrong in trying to “strait-jacket 
others into [their] own concept 
of the forms...” 

“The position has_ several 
logical difficulties,” continued the 
editorial. “Many members of the 
community, merchants and 
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customers, are Jewish, for 
instance. The devout among them 
yield to none in rigid observance 
of the Sabbath. But the Sabbath 
is not Sunday; it is Saturday, the 
seventh day. There are good 
practicing Christians, too, who 
prefer, for themselves, the Old 
Testament rule of seventh day 
observance. 


“The Catholic women wade 
into another morass of contra- 
dictions when it comes to saying 
just what kinds of commercial 
activity are ‘wrong’ on Sunday. 
Do they mean to forgo their 
Monday morning newspaper, 
watching TV, listening to radio, 
seeing a ball game, movie or play, 
dining out, refilling the gas tank 
on the Sunday drive if necessary? 
All these things represent a lot of 
people earning their living by 
Sunday work. Is there really a 
moral distinction between a 
restaurant and a grocery both 
choosing to be open Sunday?... 

“The Catholic high schools 
schedule all their football games 
on Sunday. While this may not 
be strictly commercial activity, it 
certainly is profane, and not at 
all an act of ‘adoration’ or ‘re- 
flection,’ which the convention re- 
solved to be the right uses of the 
Lord’s day ... We are pretty well 
past the era (of Puritan origin, 
ironically) of trying to legislate 
it for all. Trying to pressure it 
economically upon all is equally 
misguided.” 


In conclusion the editorial said: 
“Jesus himself had a word in 
point. When the Pharisees 
frowned on his own busy Sabbath 
activities, he replied: ‘The Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath.” 


Immigration by 
Special Legislation 


The American Committee on 
Italian Migration celebrated a 
successful venture with a $50-a- 
plate dinner held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria last November 30. The 
occasion marked the success of a 
legislative campaign geared to 
unite 26,000 Italian wives and 
children with their husbands and 
fathers and also to arrange for 
the adoption of about 2,000 
Italian orphans. 

The committee functions as 
part of the National Catholic 
Resettlement Council, which 
has over a hundred chapters 
in the United States. Like all 
such immigration organizations 
sponsored by the Roman Church, 
its purpose is to increase the 
Roman Catholic population of the 
U. S. and ultimately to “make 
America Catholic.” Since Euro- 
peans are admitted to this country 
under a quota system, the church 
has resorted to special legislation, 
which in the past has also in- 
cluded scores of priests and nuns. 


Dissension and Bitterness 


Under the loaded caption, “Are 
Ten Commandments to Be Un- 
constitutional?” a writer in the 
(Roman Catholic) Denver Regis- 
ter tells of a forthcoming attempt 
on the part of a New York State 
Assemblyman to require the post- 
ing of the Decalogue in every 
classroom in the _ state. The 
Assemblyman, William C. Bren- 
nan, Jr., doubtless a Roman Cath- 
olic, is quoted as follows: 

“It may stir up dissension and 
bitterness among atheists and 
agnostics, but certainly it doesn’t 
stir up dissension or bitterness 
among any religious group.” 

While stressing the “moral and 
spiritual values” to be gained 
from a knowledge of the Ten 
Commandments, the writer of the 
article, who is a Roman Catholic, 
completely ignores the question of 
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which version of the Ten Com- 
mandments he would agree to 
have posted in the public schools: 
the altered Roman Catholic ver- 
sion or the original version as 
contained in the Old Testament 
and recognized by both Protes- 
tants and Jews. 


Without a doubt, the writer 
would prefer the Roman Catholic 
version, which eliminates the 
Second Commandment altogether, 
omits most of the Fourth, and 
splits the Tenth to make up the 
deficit. But the altered version 
would unquestionably produce 
“dissension and bitterness” if 
introduced into the public class- 
room. It is for this very reason 
that many groups who uphold the 
Ten Commandments and post 
them in their churches are 
opposed to their use—and abuse 
—in the public school. 


Infiltration and Control 


UNESCO appears to be just 
one more target for Roman Cath- 
olic infiltration and eventual con- 
trol. Reporting a recent conver- 
sation with Pope Pius XII, Dr. 
Luther Evans, director-general 
of the U.N. Educational, Scien- 
tific, and Cultural Organization, 
said he is particularly pleased 
with the Holy See’s support of 
that organization. In discussing 
the relationships between Asia 
and the U.S., Evans remarked, “If 
we are to penetrate the Asian 
mind at all, we must start with 
religion.” Evidently he referred 
to the Roman Catholic religion 
exclusively, for he added that 
when requests are made to 
furnish Catholic experts for the 
study of problems, “we’ll supply 
the best Catholics we can find.” 

The Vatican is not a member 
of the United Nations. 


Anti-Clericalism in 
Catholic Countries 


“One of the reasons why 
France has had no government 
with any authority since last 
May,” said the Manchester 
(England) Guardian, “. .. is that 
the leaders and the majority of 
her Socialist Party find it harder 
to tolerate a Mass-going Prime 
Minister than torture.” 
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The country that expressed its 
anti-clericalism in the bloody Re- 
volution of the eighteenth century 
apparently cherishes the same 
feelings toward the Roman 
Church today. According to 
Father Francis F. Brown, news 
editor of a Roman Catholic paper, 
the chairman of France’s Popular 
Republican Party, Pierre Pflim- 
lin, has failed to be appointed 
Premier of his country because 
of his religious practices. He is 
“deeply devoted to the welfare of 
Holy Mother Church and to his 
fatherland,” noted Father Brown. 


An anti-clerical tone is also be- 
coming prominent in Italy, re- 
ports Osservatore della Dome- 
nica, Vatican City weekly. In the 
campaign for the 1958 Italian 
national elections, scheduled to 
take place in April, an attempt 
has been made to introduce a new 
democratic party, called the 
“Laic” Democratic Front, to 
combat the “single-color” gov- 
ernment run by the Christian 
Democratic Party. 


Thus, while American Cathol- 
icism flourishes, European Cath- 
olicism is on the wane. 


The Position and the Power 


It has long been the aim of Ro- 
man Catholicism in America to 
infiltrate the high echelons of 
government, education, the media 
of public communication such as 
radio, television, and the press, 
and the police force, to name 
some of the most important. Pur- 
suant to this policy in the field 
of education, the Roman Church 
has made a determined effort to 
control school boards, thereafter 
voting in favor of religion in the 
schools, the use of public school 
buses for parochial school chil- 
dren, and similar public subsi- 
dies. 


In New York the church has 
achieved its aim by the election 
of a prominent Roman Catholic 
layman, John F. Brosnan, to the 
post of chancellor of the Board 
of Regents of the University of 
the State of New York. The 
board, established in 1784, has 
supervision of the state’s entire 
system of elementary, secondary, 
and higher education. Mr. Bros- 


nan was elected to a full term 
of office, which extends to 1969. 

Another influential post is the 
chairmanship of the Board of 
Foreign Scholarships, to which 
the dean of the school of social 
sciences of Catholic University of 
America has just been re-elected. 
Mr. C. J. Nueses thus heads a 
board that formulates policies 
and confers educational grants 
authorized by the Fulbright Act. 


Subversion by Degrees 


Fordham University, which has 
been working indefatigably 
toward securing a valuable site 
for its expansion program under 
the government-subsidized slum 
clearance project in New York 
City, recently announced that it 
has received over seven million 
dollars in contributions and 
grants in its ten-year plan to 
raise eleven million dollars. 


A Jesuit university, Fordham 
has received a grant of $15,000 
from the Fund for the Advance- 
ment of Education to subsidize an 
intensive program for training 
liberal arts graduates to be high 
school teachers. The plan was 
developed with the help of the 
New York State Department of 
Education—this in spite of 
Roman Catholic denunciation of 
the public school system and il- 
legal demands for public funds to 
subsidize parochial school edu- 
cation. 


Argentina Gets Reinforcements 


One of the main concerns of 
the Roman Catholic Church in 
the Latin American countries is 
the shortage of priests and 
apathy of the people, a situation 
that has provided fertile ground 
for such opposing ideologies as 
Protestantism and Communism. 
In an effort to intensify the fight 
against these two “evils,” as well 
as the bugbear of secularism, the 
Vatican has appointed twelve new 
Roman Catholic bishops and two 
new archbishops in Argentina. 


After four centuries of Roman 
Catholic domination, Latin 
America takes its religion with 
an attitude of either superstition 
or superficiality, the difference 
being determined by the level of 
education of the individual. 








The Sheathed Machete 


High up in the central range of the 
Andes mountains in Colombia, South America 
live the Guambiano Indians. They dress in a 
unique and colorful manner, 
speak their own native language, retain 
their own customs. . . and belong to 
the Roman Catholic Church. This 
is the story of one such Guambiano Indian.

HIGINIO TUMINA lived with his 

wife and children a two-hour 
journey up the Andes from the 
town of Silvia, on the Indian re- 
servation. He was a typical 
Guambiano. After selling his po- 
tatoes and onions at the weekly 
market on Tuesday morning, he 
could be seen with a group of 
fellow Indians drinking the “fire- 
water” bought with their hard- 
earned money. 

When under the influence of 
drink, Higinio was a dangerous 
man because of the powerful 
swing of his fists and the long 
machete knife which invariably 
hung in its sheath by his side. He 
despised the Evangelical Chris- 
tians, and when they attempted to 
witness to him about the Lord he 
would threaten to strike them.

Sometimes, under the influence of 
liquor, he would mistreat his wife 
and family. But in sober moments 
Higinio regretted his actions. He 
loved his family and lamented the 
poverty in which they lived be- 
cause of his vices. 

Other Indians informed Higi- 
nio that on the other side of the 
mountains there was a famous 
image that could liberate him 
from the power of drink. One day 
Higinio informed his wife of his 
decision to make a pilgrimage to 
the town of Nataga to pray to 
this famous “Virgen de Merce- 
des,” that she might liberate him 
from his vices. 

After some four days’ difficult 
travel by foot over the high 
central range of the Andes, Higi- 
nio arrived at Nagata amidst the 


teeming thousands who were 
pouring into the town to offer 
a prayer to the “Virgen Mila- 
grosa,” or Miraculous Virgin. 
With the other pilgrims he placed 
his money in the great chest, 
knelt before the image, and re- 
peated his prayers, which he 
hoped the image might answer. 

As the religious feast was con- 
cluded, Higinio started to plod 
his weary way homeward. While 
on the trail he was offered a 
drink of aguardiente—liquor. He 
was thirsty. Forgetting the 
purpose of his pilgrimage, he re- 
ceived the drink, and then an- 
other and another, until again he 
was under the influence of alco- 
hol. 

By the time he reached home 
he was a discouraged man. He 
told his wife: 

“T have made a dangerous 
journey over mountains and 
across rivers; but my trip, the 
money I spent, and my prayers 
to the image have all been in 
vain. I am no better off than I 
was before.” 


A NEW CREATURE 


Those were the days of our 
annual Evangelical Indian Con- 
vention on the Guambiano re- 
servation. Two of the Indian 
Christians invited Higinio to at- 
tend the meetings. Reluctantly he 
agreed. 

As I was leading the singing in 
the thatched-roof home that 
served as a chapel, I saw this 
robust Indian enter, accompanied 
by the two believers. I noticed 
that as he listened during the 
meeting the look of fear on his 
countenance changed to that of 
interest. Following the service he 
purchased a Bible and a hymnal, 
since he knew how to read and 
write. 

When services were not in 
session Higinio would sit on the 
grass, surrounded by Indian be- 
lievers, and would listen to their 
explanations of the gospel in their 
native tongue. Thus he began to 
understand more clearly the 
sermons that were preached. In 
fact, he did not return to his 
home until the convention ended. 
Day after day he became more 
and more interested in the 
message of the gospel. 
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Finally, on Saturday night, as 
the invitation was given, Higinio 
marched forward with a firm 
step, and kneeling on the earth 
floor of that humble Indian 
dwelling, he surrendered his life 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. He re- 
pented of his sins, received the 
Lord as his personal Saviour, and 
thanked Him for His redemptive 
work on the cross of Calvary. The 
peace of God flooded Higinio’s 
soul. Higinio became a changed 
man, a new creature in Christ 
Jesus! 


COURAGEOUS WITNESS 


This Guambiano Indian then 
returned to his home to tell his 
wife and children of his new- 
found joy in Christ. At first they 
did not understand, but as they 
saw the change in his life, they 
too became interested in the 
gospel. 

A few day later I was traveling 
by horseback, visiting the Indian 
homes on the reservation. One 
night as I was beginning the 
service in the home of a believer, 
Higinio and his whole family 
entered. At the conclusion of the 
sermon in Spanish, I asked who 
was ready to surrender his life 
to Christ as Saviour. Higinio, 
with a beaming face, earnestly 
talked with his wife and children 
and mother-in-law about the need 
to receive Christ as Saviour. Soon 
they arose and all marched 
forward. Then they knelt together 
and prayed the penitent’s prayer, 
surrendering their hearts to the 
Lord. 

This was the beginning of a 
new home life and an exemplary 
Christian family. Some months 
later Higinio and his wife were 
baptized, and they have been cou- 
rageous witnesses for the Lord 
ever since. 


THE VICTORY 

But Higinio’s Christianity was 
soon put to the test. One day 
while he and his wife were ap- 
proaching a home in the Paez 
Indian area on the Andes trail, 
some Indians appeared at the 
door and said: 

“Welcome, Guambianos! Come 
in and have a drink with us.” 

“We only want to buy some 
plantains,” Higinio replied, “‘and 
we don’t drink firewater.” 
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“What, you don’t drink?” the 
Indians responded, with a menac- 
ing attitude. “Then you must be 
those cursed Evangelicals, and 
you don’t deserve to live.” 

With that, they approached 
Higinio and his wife, withdraw- 
ing their machetes in a threaten- 
ing manner. Higinio instinctively 
grabbed for his own machete 
knife, but before he could with- 
draw it from the sheath he 
seemed to hear a voice speaking 
to him from within, telling him 
that he was now a Christian and 
must show love to his enemies. 

Releasing his hand from his 
knife, he smiled at the approach- 
ing Indians and spoke softly to 
them. They stopped and listened 
to him. 

“Friends,” Higinio said, “I was 
like you one day, but when I 
surrendered to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, He changed my life, and 
now I am different.” After talk- 
ing thus to the Indians, Higinio 
noticed that they seemed some- 
what softened. Putting their ma- 
chetes into their sheaths again, 
they let him and his wife proceed 
on their way in peace. Later, as 
Higinio witnessed to us how the 
Lord had given him victory in 
the midst of this very real temp- 
tation, his happiness knew no 
bounds. 


LIVING SERMONS 


On various occasions Higinio’s 
life was threatened. Once he was 
stoned on the trail, and many 
times his life was in danger. One 
day while he was at the market 
in Silvia, two ex-governors of- 
fered him a drink of liquor. When 


he refused, they pleaded with him, 
saying: 

“Please take just a little drink, 
just for old times’ sake. Re- 
member how we went to school 
together as boys. Don’t insult us 
by refusing our offer.” 


At that moment other Indians 
and some whites approached to 
see if Higinio, the ex-drunkard, 
was going to accept the drink 
offered him. Instead of partici- 
pating in the vice, Higinio took 
the opportunity to testify for his 
Lord, telling them all in a loud 
voice how the Lord had saved him 
from sin, evil, and vices and how 
he had contentment in his soul 
now because Jesus Christ had 
saved him and given him peace 
of heart. 

Such a testimony was worth 
more than a hundred sermons, 
because all his listeners knew the 
tremendous change that had been 
wrought in his life. 

Higinio and his family have 
also experienced very real 
answers to prayer. On different 
occasions his daughter and his 
wife were near death. But as 
Higinio and the pastor fervently 
prayed, God answered prayer, 
and today he and his family re- 
joice in the goodness of the Lord 
toward them. 

Higinio Tumifna is merely one 
example of the many Indians who 
have experienced the transform- 
ing power of the gospel in their 
lives and homes. Many who were 
formerly steeped in _ super- 
stitions and witchcraft, who were 
drunkards and fighters, have 
been liberated by the power of 
the gospel of Christ and now 
manifest the fruit of the Holy 
Spirit in their lives. 

Such transformed lives in the 
mighty Andes make us exclaim 
with the apostle Paul: “I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth.” (Rom. 1:16) 

Let us pray that many more of 
these beloved, neglected Indians 
might come to know in their 
hearts Him who said: “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by Me.” (John 14:6) “Him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” (John 6:37) END

“LUCIFER: 


son of the morning” 


“How art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morn- 
ing! how art thou cut down to the ground, which didst weaken the 
nations! For thou hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into heaven 
I will exalt my throne above the stars of God: I will sit also upon the 
mount of the congregation, in the sides of the north: I will ascend 
above the heights of the clouds; I will be like the most High. Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to hell, to the sides of the pit.” (Isa. 14:12-15)

N THE FOURTH VERSE of Isaiah 

14, this individual, Lucifer, is 
referred to as the king of Baby- 
lon, but certainly not a human 
king. The characteristics ascribed 
to Lucifer are of a supernatural 
nature, but could some supernat- 
ural being serve as the king of 
Babylon? In Ephesians 6:12 we 
read: “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” The 
Lord Jesus Christ referred to 
Satan as the “prince of this 
world” three times in the gospel 
of John. (John 12:31; 14:30; and 
16:11) 
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The real ruler of Babylon, 
therefore, was not some human 
puppet but was Satan himself. 
Now Babylon was a _ politico-re- 
ligious city. According to Genesis 
11:4, it was the place where men 
decided to “build us a city and a 
tower, whose top may reach unto 
heaven.” So the first king of 
Babylon had aspirations to per- 
petuate his name as both the re- 
ligious leader of the world and the 
political leader of the world. 

Now who perpetuates this poli- 
tical-religious combination in the 
world today? Not atheistic Russia 
with its refusal to give religion 
any place of importance at all. 
Not religious paganism with its 
superstitious fear and with no 


thoughts of world political con- 
quest. As we shall soon see, there 
is only one agency that dreams of 
a politico-religious conquest of 
the world, and that agency is the 
Church of Rome, represented by 
its earthly leader, the Pope. 


QUPPOSE WE EXAMINE this polit- 

ico-religious agency under the 
searchlight of God, noting in it 
the self-exalting desires of “Luci- 
fer, son of the morning.” 

1. “I will ascend into heaven, | 
will exalt my throne above the 
stars of God.” 

The word “stars” seems to in- 
dicate supernatural personalities. 
Jude speaks of “wandering 
stars.” In the book of the Revela- 
tion we find that Satan “drew the 
third part of the stars of heaven” 
after him. The book of the Reve- 
lation also calls attention to “the 
bright and morning star.” Luci- 
fer and his agents, then, have the 
effrontery to claim to have a 
throne from which they can be 
sovereign over both men and an- 
gels. ! 

I visited Rome several years 
ago and went over to the Vatican 
and St. Peter’s. What earthly 
treasures there were! Gold, silver, 
pearls, and all precious things 
were in abundance. You would 
find them in mitres and croziers, 
in chasubles and patens, in cups 
and crystals, in vestments and 
robes. There were gifts from 
kings and emperors and queens, 
offerings from the richest of 
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earth: wealth enough to make 
even kings envious. 


Then I witnessed the pageantry 
and the grandeur of the papal 
celebrations designed to impress 
the world with the temporal 
power of the Vatican State. Do 
you know what went through my 
mind? It was this: How would 
Jesus look in the midst of all that 
earthly hypocrisy? He who had 
no place to be born, no place to 
live, and no place to be buried: “a 
man of sorrows and acquainted 
with grief”—how would He react 
to that pomp and ceremony? 

2. “I will sit also upon the mount 
of the congregation.”’ 

Just what congregation is re- 
ferred to in this verse is not de- 
clared. Why not think of it as any 
congregation that is submissive to 
Lucifer? And how tenaciously the 
agents of Lucifer today keep their 
congregations under subjection! 

Rome’s domination of her 
congregations is not as apparent 
in this land as in countries where 
she has had sovereign power for 
generations. Why, until Protes- 
tant missionaries caught the chal- 
lenge, were there no church 
schools in Latin America? Why 
was illiteracy as high as 85% of 
the population until just the past 
few years? Why was the presi- 
dent of Ecuador dragged to his 
death when he sanctioned the 
building of the railroad line from 
the coast to the capital city, 
Quito? 

The priest has imposed such a 
tremendous “gift” for officiating 
at weddings that illegitimacy has 
run as high as 90% in some 
countries. Ignorance, supersti- 
tion, fear of purgatory, and other 
clerical maneuvers have kept 
Latin America at least two hun- 
dred years behind in its develop- 
ment, for remember that Latin 
America was colonized by priest- 
dominated Spain and Portugal a 
hundred years before North 
America was colonized largely by 
Protestants. 


I have looked at the fabulously 
rich altar of the Cathedral in 
Quito, Ecuador. It is resplendent 
in its gold ornamentation, which 
has been purloined little by little 
from the poverty-stricken, en- 
slaved, burdened Indians, the de- 
scendants of the once proud Incas 
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who were ruthlessly destroyed by 
the avaricious Spaniards with the 
blessing of the priests. 

I have seen an alcoholic cele- 
bration displayed in the front 
yard of a church by some poor na- 
tive who had to mortgage him- 
self and his family into virtual 
bondage for the rest of his life, 
because he had been so ordered by 
the one who claims to bea re- 
presentative of my Lord and Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ. Yes: Rome en- 
slaves those over whom she has 
temporal power. 


3. “I will sit in the sides of the 
north.” 


North seems to represent the 
direction in which heaven is lo- 
cated. There are a number of 
verses in the Bible that would in- 
dicate such a location. But what 
is Lucifer doing there? 


John the Revelator provides the 
explanation: “And the great 
dragon was cast out, that old 
serpent, called the Devil, and Sa- 
tan, which deceiveth the whole 
world: he was cast out into the 
earth, and his angels were cast 
out with him. And I heard a loud 
voice saying in heaven, Now is 
come salvation, and strength, and 
the kingdom of our God, and the 
power of his Christ: for the ac- 
cuser of our brethren is cast 
down, which accused them before 
our God day and night. And they 
overcame him by the blood of the 
Lamb, and by the word of their 
testimony; and they loved not 
their lives unto the death.” (Rev. 
12 :9-11) 

As long as Satan is in heaven, 
he is the accuser of the brethren: 
and as long as his agents are upon 
earth, they will also be the ac- 
cusers of the brethren. His agents 
gave the signal for the massacre 
of St. Bartholomew’s in Paris. 
His agents were responsible for 
the terrible tortures of the Inqui- 
sition. His agents set up a reign 
of terror in the country of Co- 
lombia, where, during the past 
eight years, at least 49 Protestant 
churches have been destroyed, 34 
more confiscated, 89 Protestant 
Church leaders killed, hundreds 
more persecuted, 250 Protestant 
schools closed (EFMA News), 
and many more acts of opposition 
carried on against the preaching 
of the true gospel of grace. 


4. “I will ascend above the 
heights of the clouds.” 


There are about 150 references 
to clouds in the Bible. Of these, 
at least a hundred refer in some 
way to the divine presence. For 
instance, the divine presence was 
manifest in the cloud by which 
Israel was led through the wil- 
derness. The Lord Jesus Christ 
ascended in a cloud. He is coming 
to receive the resurrected saints 
in a cloud. And One like unto the 
Son of man will sit upon a cloud 
bearing the sickle of judgment. 


But Lucifer’s agents would by- 
pass the divine presence, and 
emphasize rather the humanly de- 
vised beneficent qualities of the 
Virgin Mary, the intermediary 
ministry of the saints, and the 
hypothetical miracle of transub- 
stantiation as it applies to the 
celebration of the Eucharist. In 
Latin America, for instance, the 
divine presence is so completely 
obliterated that there is practi- 
cally no reference to our Lord’s 
resurrection on Easter Sunday, 
because the sorrows of Mary are 
so overwhelmingly emphasized on 
Good Friday. 


5. “I will be like the most High.” 


God in His sovereignty is cer- 
tainly the supreme ruler of both 
the religious and the _ political 
world. In a perfect society, such 
as only God can establish, a dual 
supremacy is, of course, obliga- 
tory. However, in our present 
democratic form of government, 
we have insisted upon the separa- 
tion of Church and State. But 
Lucifer and his agents do not like 
that arrangement, with the result 
that Rome is not only subtly, but 
openly working and planning to 
expedite politico-religious control 
over the United States and every 
other free nation. 


Attwater in A Catholic Dic- 
tionary has said, “The Church, 
as a perfect society, sovereign 
and independent, has supreme 
spiritual authority over her mem- 
bers, legislative, judicial, and 
executive, by divine law. Her au- 
thority is independent of the civil 
authority of the State, and is of 
a higher order. Though instituted 
for a spiritual end, the Church 
has the right to use material and 
temporal means to secure that 
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Dr. Henry H. Savage has long been known as one of the out- 
standing evangelical leaders of America. During the thirty years he 
served as pastor of the First Baptist Church of Pontiac, Michigan, his 
strong missionary emphasis influenced over a hundred young people to 
enter full-time Christian work, including all three of his own children, 
who are missionaries in South America. 

Dr. Savage’s interdenominational ministry has included a two-year 
term as president of the National Sunday School Association, evange- 
lism in army camps in World War II, and service on the boards of many 
educational and missionary organizations. 

In 1954 Dr. Savage was named president of the influential National 
Association of Evangelicals, thus becoming its seventh leader. It was in 
this capacity that he presented the accompanying message at the recent 
Annual Banquet of Christ’s Mission held on October 25 in New York 


City.

The Catholic Encyclopedia de- 
clares, “In case of direct contra- 
diction making it impossible for 
both jurisdictions to be exercised, 
the jurisdiction of the Church 
prevails, and that of the State is 
excluded.” 

America, the most influ- 
ential Catholic magazine in the 
United States, printed the follow- 
ing (May 17, 1941): “American 
democracy is disintegrating, 
crumbling from within... 
Leadership in this crisis will not 
come from the laity. It will not 
come from the bottom of the 
Catholic pyramid. It will come 
only from the top, from the 
hierarchy. The Christian Revolu- 
tion will begin when we decide 
to cut loose from the existing 
order, rather than be buried with 
— 

Dr. Car] F. H. Henry talked 
with a learned Jesuit at Harvard 
Square. With eyes flashing, the 
priest thundered, “Today, to- 
morrow, or a century from now, 
it makes no difference. We are 
patient. We will subdue _ the 
earth.” 

Barrett, in Rome Stoops to Con- 
quer, writes, “Pius is well aware 
that the Catholic Church can 
never hope again to dominate the 
civilized world until America is 
beaten and penitent at her feet.” 

Again Barrett writes, “For him 
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[i.e., Pope Pius] our country is 
a battlefield on which is being 
waged the greatest struggle of 
the Church’s history. The con- 
quest of America is the supreme 
objective at which he aims.” 

These brief quotations explain 
the continuing attempts of Rome 
to get a foothold here, a subsidy 
there, a land grant or financial 
grant somewhere else, and thus 
gradually to break down our 
time-honored position of the sepa- 
ration of Church and State. 

In The Catholic Mind of Sep- 
tember 1956, Father John Court- 
ney Murray asserted that the 
policy of not giving government 
money to the Roman Church 
might once have been defended by 
a “kind of sociological argument,” 
but that it can be so defended no 
longer. Our laws and our courts 
must keep pace with sociological 
development, he contends, be- 
cause the Roman Catholics have 
now become sufficiently numer- 
ous to junk Church-State sepa- 
ration and get government fi- 
nancing for some of their re- 
ligious work. 

In pursuit of this policy, Arch- 
bishop O’Brien of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, made open threats 
against legislators who refused 
to support a subsidy for pa- 
rochial schools, according to 
Glenn Archer. 

Think of the $112,039,000 that 
went to Roman Catholic hospi- 
tals, while Protestant hospitals 
only received $23,118,000, out of 
the monies set aside for such 
purposes by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Consider the sale of public 


school property in Boston to the 
Roman Catholics for one dollar. 
Think of the proposed sale of 
the Lincoln Square Project in 
New York City, where Fordham 
University is probably going to 
get a parcel of land for about 
$7 a square foot: land that is 
costing the government about $20 
per square foot. This will mean 
that the taxpayers will put up 
the remaining $4,000,000. 

What about nuns in the garb 
of their order teaching in various 
public schools in the United 
States, and constantly seeking 
further opportunities along this 
line? 

Tax-supported bus transpor- 
tation, text books, lunches, low- 
priced public buildings, and other 
benefits paid for out of tax-col- 
lected funds, are being granted 
in more and more areas. 

But do not think that the idea 
of making the United States a 
land subservient to the Vatican 
is of late origin. At the turn of 
the century there were countless 
statements being made along this 
very line. 

The Western Watchman of St. 
Louis commented: “The public 
man who antagonizes the Catho- 
lic Church in these days is a po- 
litical suicide.” Pope Leo XIII 
said, “I expect to see America 
classed as a Catholic nation. De- 
cadent France shows the baneful 
influence of her war against the 
Catholic Church.” The Catholic 
Sun brazenly uttered the follow- 
ing, “The pope has given the 
order to make America Catho- 
lic.” 

And if Senator John Kennedy 
of Massachusetts and General 
Alfred Gruenther, president of 
the Red Cross, both loyal Catho- 
lics, should become the respective 
candidates of the two major 
parties for the presidency of the 
United States in 1960, then the 
goal of the Roman Church will 
be in sight. 


S THERE ANY WAY of counter- 
acting this system that like an 
octopus projects its tentacles into 
every expression of our demo- 
cratic form of government—po- 
litical, religious, educational, and 
social—as well as into the con-

Argument from Silence 


For some reason known only to 
Himself God has not chosen to tell 
us very much about purgatory. While 
God invites us to meditate upon pur- 
gatory, to- penetrate its meaning, we 
must always respect the impene- 
trable obscurity in which He has left 
the mystery. This obscurity is willed 
by God. It commands our respect. 

Sometimes we are guilty of an ill- 
founded assurance which prompts us 
to be precise where there is not pre- 
cision, to give answers to unanswer- 
able questions. We want details. 
Take the matter of fire in purgatory, 
for instance. Perhaps the idea of fire 
is too inexorably tied, in the popular 
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mind, to the idea of purgatory. It 
is especially unfortunate that all the 
representations of purgatory single 
out this one aspect for emphasis. 
The Church has never defined that 
the souls in purgatory suffer by rea- 
son of fire. She does teach that the 
souls in purgatory suffer. This is a 


matter of faith. But beyond this the ° 


Church has not gone. 


It should be added that some theo- 
logians have been of the opinion 
that there is fire in purgatory. What 
is given as opinion, however, should 
not be received as revealed truth. 

The Church does teach that the 
souls in purgatory suffer. But essen- 
tially their pain is the pain of delay. 
... They are drawn to God by desire, 
yet they cannot, do not want to, go 
to God while any imperfection re- 
mains... . 


From what has been said, it can 
be seen how out of character are 
those representations of purgatory 
which picture it as the antechamber 
to hell, or as hell’s upper-storey. This 
view would reduce the difference be- 
tween hell and purgatory to a matter 
only of duration. . . . Purgatory be- 
comes a temporary hell... . If we are 
to compare purgatory to either 
heaven or hell, we would have to say 
that, for all the intensity of pain, 
purgatory is more like heaven than 
hell. Purgatory is the vestibule to 
heaven... . 


We are accustomed to call the 
souls in purgatory “poor souls.” 
There is a manner of speaking in 
which they are poor. They are poor 
because of the pain they suffer. 
Nothing they can do can shorten the 
duration of their pain. Because they 
look to us for prayers and good 
works with which to relieve them, 
they can be thought of as something 
akin to beggars. And so they are 
poor. 

But in a more fundamental sense 
they are not poor at all. They are 
sure of their salvation, which we are 
NOs: +s 

The mystery of purgatory remains 
obscure. But in the midst of the 





mystery, out of the pain of desire, 
comes the surety that here all is 
love and hope.

A divorced person is not neces- 
sarily excommunicated from the [Ro- 
man Catholic] Church. Divorce is one 
thing: an attempted civil remarriage 
after divorce, quite another. Because 
of legal involvements, such as a fi- 
nancial settlement or the custody of 
children, the Church may grant per- 
mission to a Catholic to seek a legal 
divorce, though always with the 
solemn understanding that there will 
be no attempt at civil remarriage.

Now to your questions: 


1. “How do you decide which 
writings are part of Sacred Scrip- 
ture and which are not?” 

We will agree at once, I am 
sure, that the Roman Catholic 
Church could not lay claim to 
the canon of the Old Testament 
Scriptures. The process of col- 
lecting the books of the New 
Testament, as we have it, was 
long and tedious, due to the lack 
of printing and communications. 
Certain Books were recognized 
as Scripture by some writers of 
the New Testament. For example, 
Paul quoted as Scripture, “The 
labourer is worthy of his hire” 
(I Timothy 5:18). This sentence 
is not to be found in the Bible 
anywhere else except Luke 10:7. 
(See Matthew 10:10) Thus these 
two Gospels were recognized as 
Scripture when Paul wrote I 
Timothy. 

Peter recognized all of Paul’s 
epistles with “other Scriptures” 
(II Peter 3:15-16). 

In his epistle to the Corin- 
thians, 95 A.D., Clement of Rome 
quotes from or refers to Matthew, 
Luke, Romans, Corinthians, He- 
brews, I Timothy, and I Peter. 

By the time of Polycarp, about 
110 A.D., churches had already 
begun to gather copies of Chris- 
tian writings. Polycarp quotes 
from ten of Paul’s epistles and 
from I Peter.

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The Didache, written between 
90 and 120 A.D., gives twenty- 
two quotations from Matthew, 
with references to Luke, John, 
Acts, Romans, Thessalonians, I 
Peter, and it speaks of “The 
Gospel”. as a written document. 

Tatian, about 160 A.D., made 
a “Harmony of the Four Gospels” 
called the “Diatessaron.” 

Tertullian, 160—220 A.D., of 
Carthage, speaks of the Chris- 
tian Scriptures as the “New 
Testament.” There are said to be 


1800 quotations from New Testa- 
ment Books in the writings of 
Tertullian. 

Origen, 185—254, of Alex- 
andria, Egypt, accepted the 27 
Books of the New Testament as 
we have them. 

Eusebius, 264—340 A.D., 
Bishop of Caesarea, on the coast 
of Palestine, accepted exactly the 
same Books that now constitute 
the New Testament. 

The Council of Carthage, 397 
A.D., ratified the 27 Books of the 
New Testament as we have them. 
(See Halley’s Bible Handbook, 
pages 840—845.) 


Thus no one geographical sec- 
tion and no single church or 
group of churches of the early 
Christian era could possibly claim 
to be solely responsible for 
the formation of the New Testa- 
ment canon. 


If we could grant, for the sake 
of argument, that the Roman 
Catholic Church were solely 
responsible for the canonization 
of the New Testament, could that 
possibly mean that all who accept 
these Scriptures and use them 
should therefore hold allegiance 
to the Roman Catholic Church? 


The Wright Brothers, as we 
believe, discovered the aeroplane. 
Such scientific knowledge be- 
comes common property, and it 
is unthinkable that a claim should 
be made by America that no one 
has the right to use an aeroplane 
who does not give allegiance to 
our flag. 

If the Roman Catholic Church 
were wholly responsible for the 
canon which we use, this is one 
among many services of which 
they might well boast. The ques- 
tion I would then ask is in the 
words of Jesus Himself, ‘““Why 
do ye also transgress the com- 
mandment of God by your tradi- 
tion?” (Matthew 15:3). 

2. “On what grounds do you 
hold that the Sacred Scriptures 
are divinely inspired?” 

We believe that the Scriptures 
need no greater proof than they 
themselves offer. “For the word 
of God is quick, and powerful, 
and sharper than any two-edged 
sword, piercing even to the divid- 
ing asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
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and intents of the heart” (He- 
brews 4:12). Paul spoke of “the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God” (Ephesians 6:17). 

We believe that when the word 
of God is given to a person of 
normal intelligence, that person 
by reading the word of God, apart 
from any church and apart from 
any individual instruction, may 
find salvation in these Scriptures 
which testify of Christ. 

3. “When conflicting interpre- 
tations of the Sacred text are pos- 
sible (.eg., on divorce, on the 
meaning of the Eucharist, etc.) 
how does one decide which is 
the true one?” 

An old Baptist saying is: “In 
essentials, unity; in non-essen- 
tials, liberty; in all _ things, 
charity.” 

When one is truly regenerated 
by faith in Jesus Christ, and 
when that one earnestly seeks to 
do His will, we believe that one 
may be given much liberty in 
interpreting things that are not 
essential to salvation. 


You say, “Our guarantee on 
these matters is the unbroken 
tradition of the Church. What is 
yours?” Our guarantee on these 
matters is the leading of the Holy 
Spirit in the individual believer, 
who, we believe, has the right 
and the duty to seek God’s will 
for his own life, encouraged and 
taught the word of God by his 
church. 


Neither by tradition or, rule 
are we willing to fetter the 
human soul. 

Each denomination or church 
has certain interpretations of 
God’s word by which those who 
remain in its fellowship are ex- 
pected to abide. We Baptists 
believe not only in soul liberty, 
but also in soul competency. We 
do not believe that anyone has 
to be in fellowship with our 
particular denomination in order 
to be a Christian or to have a 
hope of heaven. Jesus said, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
he that believeth on me hath 
everlasting life” (John 6:47). “If 
ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?” 
(Luke 11:18). 
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Given salvation by faith in 
Christ, and given the Holy Spirit 
by asking the Father, we believe 
that the individual will develop 
Christian character and. will 
serve the Lord in a worthy way. 
We believe that it is proved by 
history that where people are 
left free to interpret the Scrip- 
tures (even though in many 
cases their interpretations are 
wrong) since they are also free 
to criticize one another, in the 
long run they will correct wrong 
interpretations and make more 
progress by being free than if 
they are forced to conform to an 
authoritative interpretation of 
the Scriptures. A study of the his- 
tory of those nations where reli- 
gion is free will give, I believe, 
ample proof of this position. 


OW TO MY SPECIFIC QUESTIONS 
which you so graciously dis- 
cussed : 


1. “Is one ‘saved by grace 
through faith . .. and not of 
works’ ?” 


I quite agree with your state- 
ment, “Grace is a pure gift from 
God.” But I must heartily object 
to the statement, “It is given in 
Baptism and continued through- 
out life.” Paul says, “By grace 
are you saved through faith” 
(Ephesians 2:8). It is faith in 
one’s heart, and not the receiv- 
ing of Baptism, which prepares 
one to receive the free grace of 
God. The overwhelming weight 
of the Scriptures assures us that 
one is saved by trusting in Christ 
and not by any act of good works. 
The works of which James spoke 
were the proof of his faith 
(James 2:18). 

Faith means more than “be- 
lieving what God has revealed.” 
Faith means laying hold of God’s 
promises of salvation by an act 
of trust. 

I agree with you that “Part 
of that revelation is that there 
is but one true Church.” How- 
ever, to say that this one true 
Church is the Roman Catholic 
Church is gratuitous. Is not the 
Greek Orthodox Church as 
ancient as the Roman Catholic 
Church? Please see my letter for 
a discussion of “Church.” 

A more accurate translation of 
Matthew 16:19 is, “Whatsoever 








thou shalt bind on earth shall be, 
having been, bound in heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
on earth shall be, having been, 
loosed in heaven.” The verb is 
the future perfect passive. This 
makes such pronouncement a 
matter of revelation rather than 
initiation. I agree with you that 
Jesus gave this commission to 
His Apostles. These Apostles 
scattered to various regions, and 
those who were converted by 
their preaching should have the 
same right to claim succession 
to them as has the Roman Cath- 
olic Church to claim succession to 
Peter. 


© MY QUESTION, “Does one’s 

salvation depend upon a satis- 
factory and continuing relation- 
ship with the Catholic Church?” 
you say, “Non-Catholics also may 
be saved if through no fault of 
their own they do not know that 
the Catholic Church is the true 
Church and if they follow the 
light which God gives them... 
We may indeed call them Cath- 
olics by desire even though that 
desire be unconscious.” 


What then is to become of 
those of us who have studied the 
doctrine, the policies, and the 
history of the Roman Catholic 
Church and definitely do not de- 
sire to be members of that 
church? Multiplied thousands of 
us today claim to have had a 
personal experience of the grace 
of God by exercising faith in 
Jesus Christ. We have followed 
Him in believer’s baptism and 
we spend our lives in seeking to 
win others to Him. What of us 
who believe that we can go direct- 
ly to Him in prayer and can 
testify to many answers to our 
humble prayers? What of us who 
“love His appearing” and look 
forward to the fulfillment of His 
promise to save all of those who 
come to God by Him? Are we to 
be lost because, after careful 
study of the doctrines of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, we cannot 
accept its doctrine of the infal- 
libility of the Pope, its veneration 
of Mary, and its demand to be 
pre-eminent in secular affairs 
(when Christ said, “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s and unto God the things 
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that are God’s”), and many other 
doctrines which we believe are 


contrary to our 
Christ?

N ANSWER TO YOUR QUESTION, 

“Do you believe good works are 
necessary for salvation, or is it 
enough for a man to profess faith 
in Christ ?”—we believe that good 
works are the result of salvation 
and have no part in its causation. 

The robber on the cross was 
saved by a simple act of faith in 
Christ. He had no opportunity to 
do good works. The Publican who 
prayed “God be merciful to me a 
sinner” (Luke 18:13) went down 
to his house justified, according 
to Jesus’ own word, without hav- 
ing been baptized or having done 
any good works. Good works, 
therefore, are the evidence of 
faith, just as acts of service to 
one’s family are the evidence of 
love. 

You ask: “Do you believe that 
Christ died for all men?” Definite- 
ly, yes. 

When the article of the Baptist 
Confession of 1646 was written, 
the Baptists of that day laid great 
stress on the sovereignty of God, 
leaving everything to His initia- 
tive in the matter of individual 
salvation. They did not believe in 
sending missionaries because 
“When God gets ready to save 
the heathen, he will do it without 
your help,” as one of them said. 
There is still a branch of Bap- 
tists, “Primitive Baptists,” which 
holds rigidly to this doctrine. 
Those of my _ persuasion be- 
lieve that Christ died for all, 
and that “‘whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved.” We believe that anyone 
who confesses Jesus as Lord and 
believes that He is the Son of 
God, as proved by His resurrec- 
tion, will be saved (Romans10:9- 
10). Definitely I believe that any 
Roman Catholic who has put his 
faith in Jesus Christ is a Chris- 
tian.

“For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
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Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3:16). 

2. Baptism. You say, “Immer- 
sion is certainly the more vivid 
sign and was the general prac- 
tice for centuries. But it was not 
the only method. It was always 
recognized that the methods of 
pouring or sprinkling were equal- 
ly valid.” 

We believe that immersion of 
believers is the only baptism 
practiced by New Testament 
Christians. We do not find any 
record of infants having been 
baptized. To assume that there 
were infants in the house of the 
jailer at Philippi (Acts 16:33) is 
begging the question. 

Paul evidently did not consider 
baptism to be necessary to salva- 
tion since he told the Church at 
Corinth that he was glad that 
he had only baptized a few of 
them: “For Christ sent me not to 
baptize but to preach the Gospel: 
not with wisdom of words, lest 
the cross of Christ should be 
made of none effect” (I Corin- 
thians 1:17). He summarized his 
gospel in I Corinthians 15:3-4, 
“How that Christ died for our 
sins according to the Scriptures: 
and that he was buried and that 
he rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the Scriptures.” He 
made no mention here of bap- 
tism as a part of the saving pro- 
cess. 

If Paul had been a sacramen- 
tarian, if he had believed that 
salvation depends in any way on 
baptism, he would have surely 
been careful to baptize every- 
one whom he led to confess 
Christ, rather than make the 
statement that he was glad he 
had baptized only a few of them. 
In fact, if the writers of the New 
Testament had considered that 
baptism were necessary to salva- 
tion, would they not have been 
careful to include this stipula- 
tion every time they mentioned 
the way to be saved? These let- 
ters went out as_ individual 
documents and should have been 
complete in their message. We 
believe that they were. 

The overwhelming evidence of 
the Scriptures is that when one 
has exercised faith in Christ, it 
is Christ who keeps that one 
saved eternally. John 10:27-29 
assures us that no one is able 


to pluck us out of the hand of 
Christ nor out of the hand of 
God. And Paul in Romans 
8:38-39 says, “For I am _ per- 
suaded, that neither death, nor 
life, . . . shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 

3. Revelation 22:19-20. Of 
course, John wrote the words, “If 
any one shall take away from 
the words of the prophecies of 
this Book...” in connection with 
his individual prophecy. It is not 
technically correct to apply these 
words to all the Books of Sacred 
Scripture. However, our position 
is that the New Testament con- 
tains all.of the doctrines that are 
necessary to salvation; and we 
believe that any additional 
requirements cannot add to, but 
must rather detract from, the 
simple message of salvation by 
grace. Paul says, “For the grace 
of God that bringeth salvation 
hath appeared to all men” (Titus 
2:11). We believe that wherever 
men hear this message, or read 
it, the Holy Spirit will reveal its 
truth to them, and they, by faith, 
may become members of “The 
Church (the Ecclesia) of which 
Jesus spoke.

Braille Scriptures and teachers 
for them. And for those who 
either because of age or infirmity 
are unable to learn to read by 
touch, there is the complete Bible 
on records. Some who consider 
the Bible too formidable a book 
to read in its entirety might be 
surprised to learn that they can 
sit alongside a blind person and 
listen to the Bible being read 
from cover to cover at normal 
speed on LP records in only sixty- 
eight hours. 

The writer accompanied Miss 
Mary E. Keebler, one of the 
Society’s blind agents, on a visit 
to the home of Gayle Peterson. 
For twenty-four years an em- 
ployee of the New York Post 
Office, Peterson lost his sight, one 
eye quickly following the other 
into darkness. He had been a con- 
cert singer as well, so that blind- 
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ness dealt him a cruel double 
blow. At first he thought life held 
absolutely nothing more for him. 
He was discouraged and dejected. 

At the time we called he had 
been studying with Miss Keebler 
for six months and had reached 
the point where he could begin 
to read the Scriptures for him- 
self. When I presented him with 
a volume of the Psalms, I receiv- 
ed the thrill of my life as I 
listened to him read his first 
selection from the raised letters 
of the sacred book: “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul: and all that is 
within me, bless his holy name. 
Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits.” Gayle 
Peterson is today a fully adjust- 
ed person, again happily engaged 
in concert and church activities. 

Another example of how people 
can triumph over difficulties is 
the Reverend John Urich, pastor 
of Grace and St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church in New York, who not 
only is blind himself, but has a 
blind wife. Yet Dr. Urich fills one 
of the city’s important pulpits 
and performs all the normal 
duties of a pastor. 


HEALTH FOR THE SOUL 


The work of the Gideons in 
placing Bibles in transient rooms 
of hotels is well known, but the 
New York Bible Society has been 
performing this function in its 
territory for almost a hundred 
vears longer. Many are the bless- 
ings which grow from this. ser- 
vice—comfort in hours of sol- 
itude and lonesomeness, reconcil- 
iation of families, prevention of 
suicides, personal confession of 
faith. 

Hotel managements are urged 
not to bury the Bible, but to dis- 
play it openly. One day a Jewish 
manager telephoned the Society’s 
offices to say, “I think you will 
be interested in what happened 
since I began to put your Bibles 
on top of the bureaus instead of 
inside. Now I am not losing so 
many towels!” 

The sick of New York City 
would constitute the complete 
population of many of the na- 
tion’s big cities. The Society as- 
signs three agents to visit in 
seventy-two hospitals, carrying 
the message of comfort and hope 
to the suffering and dying. 
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A more recent project is the 
placing of circus-size Scripture- 
text posters in the subway and 
elevated stations, changed month- 
ly for the benefit of the 
210,000,000 paying passengers, 
and selected with a definitely 
evangelistic purpose. The Decem- 
ber poster, with its Christmas 
message in ten languages, 
illustrates the unique character 
of the New York field. Below the 
English title, “The Gift of God” 
(Romans 6:23), the line “Jesus 
the Saviour” was repeated 
in English, Spanish, Italian, 
Yiddish, French, Greek, Polish 
and Chinese.

Collect Pond in lower Man- 
hattan discharging its waters 
through a number of branches 
eventually to reach the Hudson 
River. But in that area today you 
find neither pond nor stream. 
Now Collect Pond is congested 
Foley Square, and the main 
stream which flowed from it is 
Canal Street, harassed day and 
night by a tidal wave of traffic 
rising and falling between Hol- 
land Tunnel and Manhattan 
Bridge. 

Like Collect Pond, the source of 
the New York Bible Society has 
long since disappeared. But un- 
like it, the streams have flowed 
on and on until today, larger, 
more powerful than ever before, 
their life-giving waters find an 
outlet among the millions of 
people who constitute the kaleido- 
scopic metropolis that is New 
York. END

flict between capital and labor, 
the question of civil rights, and 
every other issue where it can 
make its presence felt? 

Not in the sense of eradicating 
it: no! That prerogative be- 
longs to Almighty God, for Isaiah 
14:15 speaks very plainly: “Yet 
thou shalt be brought down to 
hell, to the sides of the pit.” With 
the fall of Lucifer will be also 
the fall of his cohorts: demons, 
fallen angels, and wicked men. 
But in the meantime, there are 


victories to be won all along the 
line of battle. Christ’s Mission 
and other gospel-preaching minis- 
tries are making it possible for 
thousands of Roman Catholics, 
including scores of Catholic 
priests, to see the light. 

The Roman Catholic Church 
will never be defeated except by 
the return of the omnipotent Son 
of God. The best that we can 
expect to do is to thwart some 
of her nefarious schemes and to 
extend the call, ““Come out of her, 
my people.” Souls can be rescued 
out of the fear of a fictitious 
purgatory; out of the false 
worship of the Virgin Mary, pre- 
sented by the Roman Church as 
a substitute for Christ; out of 
the clutches of the confessional; 
and out of an idolatrous hoax, 
presented in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ by those whese 
acquaintance with the Jesus of 
the manger birth, the homeless 
life, and the ignominious death 
is nominal if not purely theoreti- 
cal. 

Suppose we look again at Reve- 
lation 12:11: “And they over- 
came him by the blood of the 
Lamb, and by the word of their 
testimony; and they loved not 
their lives unto the death.” What 
an outline for the successful soul- 
winner! Note the following quali- 
ties: 

1. Earnestness in proclaiming 
the fact that “the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 

2. Faithfulness in preaching 
the Word: both the Word of God, 
the Bible, and the blessings of 
personal experience. 

3. Willingness to be a martyr 
and to die for the faith if neces- 
sary. 

The devil can answer the most 
philosophical arguments that can 
be presented: but the devil cannot 
counterfeit an all-consuming 
passion for souls. There is no 
substitute for the fire of the 
Holy Spirit burning in the soul 
of the man or woman who has 
been transformed into His like- 
ness by faith in His so great 
salvation. May God give us this 
passion that will enable us to 
reach souls in darkness and 
where necessary rescue them as 
brands plucked from the burning.

Question: What kind of as- 
sistance does the priest give at a 
marriage? 

Answer: Again, we must dis- 
tinguish between a marriage of 
two Roman Catholics and a mixed 
marriage. In a marriage between 
two Roman Catholics, the priest 
must lend active assistance and 
must be dressed in his priestly 
garments. When a Nuptial Mass 
is said, he must wear the amice, 
alb, stole, cincture, maniple, and 
chasuble. If the marriage is to be 
private, he must be dressed in 
cassock, surplice and stole. 

In the case of a mixed mar- 
riage, however, the priest must 
give only quasi-passive assistance 
and must not use any special 
priestly garments. He can assist 
at a mixed marriage simply in a 
cassock but without surplice and 
stole, or he may be dressed in 
civilian or sports clothes. By 
adopting this attitude in the 
latter case, the priest hopes to 
manifest externally the fact that 
the Roman Church has the utmost 
contempt for mixed marriages, 
especially in areas where she 
enjoys a majority. 


.Question: I have never been to 
a Roman Catholic wedding. Can 
you tell me how marriages are 
celebrated in the Roman Catholic 
Church? 

Answer: We must distinguish 
between a marriage of two 
Roman Catholics and a mixed 
marriage. In the first case, the 
marriage is usually celebrated 
publicly and with all the solemn 
ceremonies of the church: i.e., the 
general public is invited to 
witness the marriage in the 
church proper, a Nuptial Mass 
is said for the newly wedded 
Roman Catholic couple, the 
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wedding ring is blessed by the 
priest, the two nuptial blessings 
are bestowed on the couple, and 
the proper church music is fur- 
nished. The entire ritual takes 
place in one hour. 

In the second case, the mar- 
riage must be celebrated as 
privately as possible. In some 
cases, only the parents of the 
mixed marriage couple are al- 
lowed to be in attendance. The 
ceremony must take place either 
in the rectory or in the sacristy 
of the church (although some 
dioceses allow mixed marriages 
to be performed before the altar 
rail in the church proper but with 
this end in view: that the non- 
Catholic party may be so at- 
tracted to the Roman Church that 
some time in the future he might 
take a course of instruction in 
order to become a Roman Cath- 
olic). The solemn ceremonies of 
the Roman Church are omitted: 
i.e., no Nuptial Mass, no blessing 
of the ring, no nuptial blessing, 
and no music. The whole ritual 
takes place within two minutes. 


Question: What difference is 
there between a marriage of two 
Roman Catholics and a “mixed 
marriage” if both are witnessed 
by a priest and two Roman Cath- 
olic witnesses ? 

Answer: The Roman Church re- 
gards both marriages as valid bi- 
lateral contracts. In both cases, 
the same promises and obligations 
are mutually exchanged and ac- 
cepted. In both instances, the 
marriage contract is indissoluble 
except by death. 

But it is precisely here that the 
similarity ends. For the Roman 
Catholic Church holds that only 
the marriage between two Roman 
Catholics before a priest and two 


witnesses must be considered a 
sacrament, whereas the mixed 
marriage must always be viewed 
as a mere civil contract. 


Question: On several occasions 
I have attended Mass in a Roman 
Catholic church with a Catholic 
friend. My understanding of the 
Mass is that it has to do with 
the sacrifice of Christ. Therefore 
I was surprised when the priest 
recited three “Hail Marys,” the 
“Hail Holy Queen,” etc. I asked 
my friend to explain this, but 
all she could say was that the 
priest was merely carrying out 
what the apostles did at Mass. 
What is your explanation? 


Answer: First of all, the 
apostles never said Mass—and 
the burden of proving the con- 
trary lies with Roman Catholic 
authorities, not with us. As for 
your friend, her ignorance of the 
facts of church history is doubt- 
less the result of her Roman 
Catholic training. 

Actually, it was Pope Leo XIII 
who, in 1884, prescribed that the 
aforementioned prayers be said 
by the priest and people in the 
vernacular language after every 
low Mass. The Pope’s original 
intention was the solution of the 
controversy that once existed be- 
tween the Vatican and the Italian 
Government over the question of 
church properties, papal states, 
right of the church on education, 
marriage, and so on. 

On June 30, 1930, Pope Pius 
XI directed that these prayers be 
said to obtain peace and freedom 
of worship for the Russian people 
who are under the rule of the 
Communists. Even to this day, 
this is the intention for which 
these prayers are recited. 
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Question: Jsn’t an indulgence 
merely a license to sin? I know 
the story of Luther and Tetzel 
and the general conditions during 
the Reformation, but I would like 
to know what the state of affairs 
is today with regard to the grant- 
ing of indulgences. 

Answer: Prior to the Council of 
Trent in the sixteenth century, an 
indulgence was for all practical 
purposes a license to commit sin. 
Many honest Roman Catholic his- 
torians record this abuse as an 
historical fact prevalent during 
the Middle Ages. But since the 
Council of Trent, the Roman 
Church has taught that an in- 
dulgence is the remission, granted 
by the pope, of the temporal 
punishment due for sins already 
confessed to and forgiven by a 
priest. 

There are two kinds of in- 
dulgences offered by the Roman 
Church today, namely, partial 
and plenary. A partial indulgence 
is the remission of part of the 
temporal punishment due for sins 
already confessed and forgiven. 
A plenary indulgence is the re- 


mission of all the temporal 
punishment due for sins already 
confessed and forgiven. 

There is a book called the Rac- 
colta (Benziger Brothers, New 
York) which contains a list of 
indulgenced prayers and good 
works. The 1943 edition, the 
latest, is merely a translation of 
the official “Preces et Pia Opera” 
(Prayers and Pious Works) ap- 
proved by the Sacred Penitentiary 
in 1938. It contains all the de- 
votions and prayers which up to 
1938 were sanctioned and “en- 
riched” with indulgences for the 


benefit of Roman Catholics every- 
where. 


Question: What is meant by the 
“Sabbatine Privilege,” which is 
taught by the Roman Catholic 
Church? 

Answer: It is a “privilege” by 
which Roman Catholics who have 
constantly worn on their person 
the Brown Scapular of Our Lady 
of Mt. Carmel and have faithfully 
complied with certain conditions, 
are guaranteed liberation from 
purgatory on the first Saturday 


after death. Roman Catholic tra- 
dition teaches that Mary, in a 
vision to Pope John XXII, prom- 
ised to grant this privilege to any 
and all wearers of this particular 
scapular. 

To gain this privilege today, 
the Roman Catholic must con- 
stantly wear the scapular, must 
observe chastity according to his 
station in life, and must daily 
recite the office of Mary, or, in 
the case of the individual who 
does not know how to read, must 
keep the fasts of the Roman 
Church, in addition, practicing 
abstinence on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays of each week.

It is 
sponsored by the Military Ordi- 
nariate. This ecclesiastical organ-

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ization has jurisdiction over all 
Catholics in the Armed Forces 
of the United States. In the 
Military Ordinariate Newsletter 
No. 11 of Aug-Sept 1957 and No. 
12 of Oct-Nov 1957 Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, the Military 
Vicar, ordered the chaplains in all 
branches of the Armed Forces to 
take up this Mission Sunday Col- 
lection at the military posts. The 
chaplain was ordered to forward 
the money to the Military Ordi- 
nariate which would then trans- 
mit the entire amount to the 
Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith in Vatican City. 

I am quoting, in part, from an- 
other letter of the Military Ordi- 
nariate to its chaplains. The 
chaplain was directed to fill out 
the questionnaire and return it to 
the Military Ordinariate: 

“Military Ordinariate, 30 East 
Fifty-first Street, New York 22, 
N. Y. November 19, 1957. (@ 3.) 
I was unable to take up a col- 
lection: Reason: 

I have learned from reliable 
sources that the Military Ordi- 
nariate intends to use this con- 
fidential information to intimi- 
date the commanding officers of 
those military stations which did 
not cooperate with the Catholic 
chaplain in the taking up of this 
collection. The Military Ordi- 
nariate has already contacted 
staunch Catholic members of the 
Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives. These public of- 
ficials will visit the recalcitrant 
commanding officers of the mili- 
tary stations in their political 
districts. 

The information contained in 
this questionnaire will enable the 
Military Ordinariate to pinpoint 
the name of the commanding of- 
ficer and the location of the mili- 
tary station. The Legal Depart- 
ment of the National Catholic 
Community Service in Washing- 
ton, D.C., is providing the name 
of the Congressman who is the 
representative from the area 
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where the military station is 
located. 

The third part of this strategy 
of intimidation is for the public 
official to attend a special chapel 
service arranged by the Catholic 
chaplain. The commanding of- 
ficer, who has been recalcitrant, 
will be forced, as a matter of 
protocol, to greet and entertain 
this public official. It will be at 
this cccasion that moral pressure 
will be exerted on the command- 
ing officer so that in the future 
he will be amenable to the re- 
quests by the Military Ordi- 
nariate ... ek

Y’s and Wherefores 


Aloysius McDonough, C.P.: 
“By the Holy See, and in particular 
by the hierarchy of this country, 
Catholics are forbidden to join the 
Y’s—all the more so to staff their 
boards and thus take a leading part 
in fostering this religious movement. 
Unfortunately some Catholics are be- 
reft of a scent for religious danger— 
they sense no danger in forms of 
non-Catholic Christianity which are 
so liberal, so elastic as to foster re- 
ligious indifferentism. It must be ad- 
mitted that many of our parishes 
may ‘envy’ the recreational facilities 
of which the Y’s can boast. But our 
membership in the Y is not the solu- 
tion of that problem.” (The Sign, 
May, 1957) 


State of the Church 


Rev. Joseph H. Fichter, S.J., pro- 
fessor of sociology at Loyola Univer- 
sity in New Orleans: Priests should 
realize that they are not dealing with 
“European peasants” but “with Cath- 
olics who have status in our society.” 

These Catholics are “mature, re- 
sponsible Americans,” and if treated 
as such are “a tremendous potential 
for the good of the Church.” 

At the moment, “‘we’re in a ‘con- 
ditional’ period in this problem. The 
clergy say: ‘If I could only get the 
lay people to cooperate’ and the lay 
people say: ‘If we could only get 
Father to do something.’ ” 

There is lack of understanding 
among priests about the status and 
role of the Catholic American lay- 

an. “It’s something like the South- 
ern attitude that the Negro must 
stay in his place. Many priests feel 

. that the layman must stay in his 
place in the Church.” ... 

On the downbeat side, Father 
Fichter said his studies indicate that 
about a third of baptized Catholics 
become what he calls “dormants.” 

They do not give up the Faith for- 
mally, but they don’t go to Mass, 
don’t make their Easter duty. They 
may occasionally identify themselves 


as Catholics, and they may marry 
before a priest and call a priest at 
the time of death. 

He added, however, that he doesn’t 
know whether his statistics are valid 
for the whole country. 

Father Fichter estimates that 10 


per cent of parishioners are “nu- 
clear”—that is, active both in relig- 
ious practice and in the social apos- 
tolate. Seventy per cent are “model,” 
that is, average. Twenty per cent are 
“marginal.” He does not call the 
“dormant” Catholics parishioners.

“Religion among the primitives 
has been studied more thoroughly 
and accurately than religion among 
American Catholics.” ... Writing in 
Commonweal magazine, the priest 
takes Catholics to task for failing to 
submit themselves and their church 
to thorough sociological scrutiny. 

“It is a familiar complaint,” says 
the Jesuit priest, “. . . that Protes- 
tant, Jewish, and nonsectarian agen- 
cies and individuals pave the way for 
most of the forward-looking steps 
made in the scholarly world. This is 
true also in the field of sociology of 
religion.” 

. There remain many pressing 
questions, Father Fichter points out, 
“to which we have no answers... 
Does mixed marriage bring more 
people into the church than it loses 
for the church? Is so-called tension 
between Catholics and Protestants 
increasing or decreasing? ... Is sem- 
inary training pointed at the reali- 
ties of the priestly role in contem- 
porary society? To what extent are 
the new institutional forms of the 
American culture compatible with 
Catholic values and goals? What are 
the trends in Catholic family life 
and parochial life in the fast-grow- 
ing suburbs?” 

Catholic failure to study such vital 
questions, according to Father Fich- 
ter, can be traced to a broad misun- 
derstanding of the role of the soci- 
ologist of religion. (Newsweek, Sept. 
16, 1957)
